It is verily ſuppoſed that this Ifland 
was Peopled before the Flood. Feffery of 
AMonmoxth affirmeth that this IHland was 
nd WM Peopled by' Brute with his Trojans, inthe 
is 2887 year of the World's Creation ; and 
or W after the univerſal Deluge 1231 years. 
148 And inthe year of E/e's Prieſthood. But 
it, # ſeveral antient Hiſtorians writing before 
41 $ his time, make no mention of King Brwre: 
E and ſome have affirmed that there was ne- 
ver any ſnch Man. 

The Inhabitants were called Britains 
from the word Brith , which fignifierh 
painting or ſtaining of the Skin , ” which 
they had tormerly mm uſe amongſt them. 


Some Authors have aGrnied that the

ty foneſrs, which came from Tray ; but o-

ce antient Gazxls-in France. 

But certain it is, that the firſt Inhabi- 
1-& tants of this Ifland being merely barba- 
| rous, they never troubled themſelves 
IN ro tranſmit their Original to Poſteri- 

ty. And if they had wrir any thing of 
Hh their Or:g:ual, yet the opinion of Gait 
1C das 1s, that it muſt needs have periſh- 
ns ed : our own #; toriographers aflord us 


nothing of the firſt aflairs of our Ifland,

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all we can gather .is from forein Writers. 

' The Drwuides were accounted among 
the firſt Inhabitants, for .their only wiſe 
Men : in antient times the. Brztains uſed 
to die themſelves blew with IWoad., to 
make themſelves ſeem more terrible to 
their Enemies ; and about their Waſts 
and Necks they uſed .to wear chains of I- 
ron, ſuppoſing them a brave Ornament 
on their middle F:ngers they wore their 
Rings, and uſed no Garments that their 
Painted'Skins might be ſeen; yet ſome of 
them , but very tew , were clad in Lea- 
.ther.: | 

The P:ckts alfo a branch of rac Britt; 
race, were {o called of the Romans, from 
their painted Skins. 

The antient Britains are reported by 
Platarch to have lived long , as 120 
years; and thoſe of Kent in former times 
were accounted for the moſt civil perſons 
among them , their fortified Woods they 
called Towns; their cuſtom was to have 


ten or twelve Wives apiece , which were 


in common amongſt Brothers and Pa- 
rents; yet the Iſſue was always reputed 
his, who firſt married the Mother when 
ſhe was a Maid: thcir .Diet was very 
ſpare: They would neither eat ez , 
Hare , Gooſe, Fiſh , nor milk; They 
ma - 
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manured their grounds with art in- 
ſtead of dang; and their uſual drink was 
made!ot Barly. X 


In their ſacrifices they uſed Man's Fleſh, 
and their Idols exceeded.in number thoſe 
of. Egypt : Art-Magick was had in great 
efteem amongſt them : bur moſt cf their 
controverſies. were determined by the 
Drauides : Theſe had no.Primate. or Cheif 
amongſt them: and Excommunication- 
was amongſt them of great force : Their. 
Theelogie was, that the Soul dieth not, but 
paſleth'from 'one to another ; And their 
Trafhck . or Merchandize was of very 
{mall uſe or profit to them ; For Ceſar 


& reports. that the Ribs and Keels of their 


Ships, were of light wood, and covered 
over with Leather, and they djd not eat 
during the time they ſailed at Sca. 
Their Coins at. firſt were either of 
Brafs, ox 1ron Rings, ſized at a certain 
weight, which they uſed; inſtead 'of Money; - 
but afterwards they ſtamped Silver and 
Gold, 7alins Ceſar was the firlt that 
{tamped his own Image on the Roman 
Com: -. but the Brittiſh.Coin is eafily known 
from other ; for they commonly imboſſed.. 
their Coin outward and Shield like,wherc- 
on the Inſcription or Face is ſeen; and the

ced : They ned not 'ro fight” in' great

it derived from the Greek word mTevleria, 
which doth ſignify Afetralls ; for the Gre-

It was called Eng/and from a place in 
Denmark called Engloen, And this 
Name was not changed either by the 
Daniſh or Norman Conquerors. It hath + 
the fifth place in all general Counſels, 
and retained the name of England 873 
years: Bur, ſince King 7ames came to the 
Engliſh Crown, in the year 1602 : Scot-. 
land and England were both unitcd un- 
der one Crown ; it is ſometimes called : 
Great Britain, 

Britain hath been taken for the fortu- 
nate Itland, as is reported by ſome Au--. 
thors : And Pope 1nnocent was fo in. 
love with it,that he made ſuit to #7 enry the . 
Third King of England, to come and ſee 

| B 4 It, 
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it, but could not prevail. Ir is obſeryed 
that che nights in the furtheſt part North 
of Britain are {9 ſhort in Summer, as the 
ftpace between the days going and coming 
is not deſernable. And Ceſar did obſerve 
that France was colder than Britain, 
Such plenty of all kind of Grain abounds 
in it, That by Charles the Great, it was 
called the Granary or Store-houſe of the 
weitern World ; here the Romans uſed 
yearly toJade 800 Vellels bigger than Bar- 
gcs with Corn, for the Releit of their Ar- 
mies elſewhere. 

| This Iflandis thought to have received 
the Chriſtian Faith in or about the midit 
of Nero's Reign, in the year of Chrift's 
Incarnation 63 : and that Foſeph of Ari- 
-athea was one of the Diſciples ſent hither 
by Philip the Apoſtle out of France, and 
thatthis-7o/eph lyerh Buried at the Abby of 
Glaſtenbaury, if we believe Gauildas and 
Malmesbury, who have written fo : It is 
thought that Saint Pax! did Preach here 
in Brittatn , and ſome afhrm that S:z- 
204 Zelotes was here in Britain: but theſe

1. Caſſibelan. This Prince was Gover= 

cur of the Trizobants, and was Brother 
to King Zxd, who at his Death bad Iett 
behind two Sons; Ardragies and Temanti- 
2, and they being young, this Man took 
upon him. the Government of the Bri- 
tains ; and when his Nephews came at 
e\ge, he gave to. Andragins, Trinovant, 
| (a 
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( now called Loydon ) and the Dukedom 
of Kent ; and to Temantins he gave the 
Dukedom of Cornwal. 

But Andra7ins and his Vncle falling at 
cdds, he thereupon fent for 7alins Ceſar, 
and begged his Afiſtance againſt his Vn- 
cle,” who fought Caſſibelan and overcame 
him, and canfed the Ifland for his Rebel- 
lion to pay three hundred pounds yearly 
by way of Tribute to Rowe. 

eAndragins went along at this time with 
Zulins Ceſar to Rome, and after Cafſibe- 
{an's Death at York, Temaniins was King : 
Their Father King Lad built the Weſt - 
Gate of the City Trinovant, and called it 
Ludgate, and the City after his own 
Name Caerlad, which is now the famous 
City of London, 

2. Cingitorix, Carvil, Taximagul, and 
Segonax ; Theſe were Kings of Kent,and 
withſtanding 7alius Ceſar at the ſame 
time Caſſtbelan itood out, they were to- 
tally routed, their Men ſlain, C:ngitorix 
taken, and the other three forced to fly 
and ſhitc for themfelyes. 

3- Senimagnes, Cegontians, Ancalits, 
-Bibroſes, and Caſſians, Theſe were the 
States of the [cenians ; who ſeeing Ceſars 
Yalour and Progrefs in the Wars _—_— 
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their Neighbouring Princes, they there- 
upon grew faint hearted, laid down their 
Arms and ſubmitted. 

4. Cunobeline , he was King of the 
Britains, and the firſt man thar ſtamped 


| his Image on his Coin ; he was Knighted 


by Ceſar , and had his Princely ſeat ar 
Malden in Eſſex, thena famous City : in 
the twenty third year of* his Reign, our 
Saviour Chriſt was born ; eLuguſtns (e- 


= /zr in this King's time. was three times 


prepared for War againſt the Britains, 


® but was cvery time. diverted by other bu- 
® fincls, and came not. 


5. Guiderus, This man was Son to 
Cunobeline, and being of an haughty Spi- 
Tit, he denicd the Tribute to the Romans, 
at which Caligula the Emperour was 
much inraged, and made a great fhow of 
coming into Britain; but took up at the 
Belzicve-Shore, and there cauſes his Ar- 
my to gather Cockle-ſhells, and tedicu- 
louſfly returned Triumphantly with the 
Spoils ( as he accounted it ) of the Orce- 
an : but Clandins Druſizs, the ſucceding 
Emperor by his Deputy here in Britain, 
fought Gaideris, and overthrew his Bri- 
ta:;s,the King being flain by ZTamo, as the 
Story goes (who fdivg with the Romans, 

puCc 
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put on Brittiſh formalities, and by that 
means got ncar to the King and, flew him, 
whereupon Hamo was purſued by Anvi- 
ragus the King's Brother to the Sea fide, 
and there was flain, whence the place 
took the name of Hamo's haven, which is 
now called Southampton. 

6. Catacratins, Second Son to Cynobe- 
line , ſtanding in oppcfiticon to eArulus 
Plantinus Deputy to Druſizs the Empe- 
rour, he was at length overcome with a 
great laughter of his Men, himſelf taken 
and bound and carried to Rome, and 
there led thorow the City in honour of 
Plautinus. . | 

7.. Togodaemmas, This was Third Son

8. Erhelred; Much Blood was ſpilt in 
his Wars againſt Kenr,and neither Church- 
es nor -Abbies eſcaped his Fury , for he 
deſtroyed that Kingdom.

At his return he 
built the Monaſtery of St. Abane, and in 
Teſtimony of Repentance for the Blood he 
had ſpilt , he gave the tenth part of his 
goods to Church-men and the poor, 

This Offa was the eleventh /fercian 
King, and twelfth petty Monarch ; his 
Reign began Anno 758. and he ruled 34. 
years, | 

13..Egfride, He reſtored the Church 
to all her antient Priviledges, which his Fa- 
ther had deprived her of. 

This Egfride was. twelfth King of 2ſer- 
cia, and 13 petty Monarch : his Reign 
was ſhort, about tour Months, only he be- 
gan his Reign Anno Domini 797. 

14. Kenwolfe, He warred againit Kent, 
and took Erthelbert (the third King of Ken: 
of that name ) Priſoner, giving the King- 
dom to (#thred: but afterwards build- 
ing a goodly Church at. Winchcomb in - 
Glxceſter ſhire , upon the day of the De- 
dication, he. led Pren to the high Altar, 
and there in the preſence of 13 Biſhops, .

ſolute Monarch at Wincheſter, And this. - 
Monarchy continued in the Saxons, till, 
the Danes firit got, and then loſt it again, 
and the Saxorn's ifſue upon the next en-- 
trance thereof failing, 1t then fell to the: 
Normans. 

This Ezbert firſt gave the name of. 
ENGLAMND to this Country , and 
named the.Inhabitants Eng/;/b. In the 
fourtcenth year of his Monarchy,the Danes 
with 33 Ships landed in England, to 
whom he gave Battel but had rhe worſt of 
the day, looſing two of his chict Captains 
and two Biſhops, hardly cſcaping himſelf,” 
And the ſeccnd year after they ianded in, 
Wales, with whom joined the IVe!ſb, but 
at this time (fortune not always trowning).. 
he overcame both paxrtics ; and in the lait 
cf his Reign,the Dares ſacked the Iiland of

This Egbert wasthe 17 King of theWeſt— 
S4x085, and firſt ſole Monarch of England; 
He began his Reign as Morarch 4nns., 
$19, and reigned 17 ycats,

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2. Ethelwolf ; This King was made 
Biſhop of WincheFer before his Father E'g- 
bert's Death,and was in a manner conſtrai- 
ned by his Clergy to take upon him the 
Government. And ſo he beſtowed his 
Biſhoprick on. Swithin his Tutor : after 
ſeveral Bickerings with the Danes, at 
length,he gave them a great overthrow at 
Ocley ; he freed Church Lands from all 
Tribute,and regal Services. And going to 
Rome, he there confirmed Peter—Pence, 
and at his return he gave yearly to Rome 
300 Marks, for a requital of his kind re- 
ception there. 

This Erthelwolf was eldeſt Son to Egbert, 
and the 2 ſole Monarch of England. He be- 
gan his Reign Ano 837,and reigned about 
20 Years, 

3. Ethelbald, Hewas eldeſt Son to E- 
thelwolf, by his firſt Wife Osbarga his 
Butler's Daughter : he was with his Father 
in ſeveral of the Battels againſt the Danes; 
but all his good and valiant Actiors were 
blaſted by his taking of 7zd:th his Stepmo-- 
ther (the King of France his Daughter, 
and his Fathers ſecond Wife ) to his Im- 
braces ; for he was ſuddenly ſnatch away 
by the hand of Providence, for this ince- 
ſtuous Marriage : after whoſe Death, Lady 
7adith returning to her Father, was in- 

: - tercepted 
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tercepted by the way, and forced by Bald- . 
wine Forretter of Ardema, who at length - 
appeaſing her Father, was by him made 
Earl of Flanders : from whom, and this 
7adith deſcended Mand the Wite of our 
1:41am the Conqueror. 

Tais Erielbald was the third ſole Mo- 
narch of England. He began his Rcien 
eZ1:n9 Dommi 857 , and reigned tia 
yCars. 

4. Ethelbert, He was never out cf 
. Wars, but conſtantly pettered with rhete 
devouring Locuſts the Danes. And land- 
ing one time they deſtroyed Winch: fer but 
a great part of then were Yain before they 
could recover their Ships again. 

This Etvelbe;t was ſecond Son of Ethe!- 
wolf,and fourth ſole Monarch of England: 
he began to Rule Anza 860, and Ruled 
years. 

5. Ethelred, The Daxcs 1n his time 
began to over-run the whole Country, and 
being Pagans ſpoiled all before them, pul- 
ling down Monaſteries and Abbyecs, and 
defiling the Virgins, -to evade which Diſ- 
grace the Virgins of Coldingham cut oft 
their own Noſes and upper lips, to make 
themfelves appear diitaſttul to theſe lea- 
cherous Pagans, Theſe cruel Fellows 
unger the Command of Z;zngar and Hrnb- 
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ba their two Dukes, in their ſavage Rage 
fired the City of York,and martyr'd St. Ed- 
71nd King of the Eaſt-angles : but Ethel- 
red at length gave them a great overthrow, 
!]aying one of their Kings, nine Earls,and 


an infinite number of common Soldiers: 


but about fourtcen days after the Danes 
put the King to Flight at Baſing; and gi- 
ving him Battel again at Merton, about 
2 Months after, they obtained the Victory, 
wounding the King alſo, of which after- 
wards he died. In the third year of this 
Kings Rule was the fourth general Coun- 
cil of Conſtantinople, under Pope Haaria? 
the Second, This was the eighth general 
Council of Chriſtendom. 

This Ethelred was the Third Son of E- 
telwalf, and fifth Sole Monarch of Eng- 
land : and began his Reign -4nn0 866, and 
reigned 6 years. 

6. Eſfride ; He fought 7 Battels with 
the Dares in one year,and his Predeceſlor 
9: Theſe Danes ſo fore opprefled the 
King, that he was forced to fle into the 
Woods and Deſart Places, where righting 
of his Bow and Arrows in a poor Cottage, 
he was tharpliy blamed by the H >uſe-wite 
for letting a Caie burn on the Hearth for 
want of turning : But afcer this putting 
himſelf into the habit of a Muſician, he 


Went 
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went playing up and down in the Danes 
Tents, and taking notice of-their ſluggiſh 
Security; he returned andjgathered toge- 
ther his ſcattered forces; and entring the 
Danes Tents before they were aware, he 
made a great flaughter of them, and took 
Rafan their Daniſh Banner, which had a 
Raven ofNeedle-Work in it, that had good 
Fortune eyer attendant. And now Hal- 
den a Daniſh Commander landing in 
Wales was by the Devonſhire Men flain,at 
aplace near Exeter bearing his name, and 
$18 of his followers: after this the Danes 
lued to the King forPeace,which was grant- 
ed,Hut not long continued, 

This King cauſed all thieves to be bani- 
ſhed, and divided his Kingdom into Shires, 
Hunareds, and Tythings : Ir is ſaid, That 
Gold-Bracelcts were taſtned to the Poſts 
In Croſs-wayes , and that none were fo 
bold as to take them away : He is repor- 
ted to have divided. the Natural Day into 
three parts: E:ght hours whereof he ſpent 
In Prayers and Contemplation ; E:ghr 
hours in the Aﬀairs cfrche Kingdom ; and 
Eight hours in Provifizn for himſelt, He 
tounded the firſt Common School in Ox- 
ford, as Authors affirm, which is now cal- 
led U:verſfity Collod_e. 

This E:fride was fourth Son of Ethel- 
wolf, 
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wolf, and the Sixth Sole Monarch of Eng--. 
land. He began his Reign eo $72. and 
reigned 29 years, 

7. Edward, A Rebcilion was raiſed 
againlt this King by his Nephew Ethel- 
wald: in this King's time,one John PF atrich 
Erigena, a Britain, writ a Book about the. 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper,which was 
afterwards condemned by the Pope,and he 
received Martyrdom for kis Reward. This 
King built the Caſtle of Zarrford, and at 
St. Eammad's Ditch. he fought the Danes, 
and was overcome : but they loit two of 
their Kings Ethelyald and Crochricus: and 
encountring again at Wodnesfield,there the | 
fortune of the day fel] to the King, and he 
flew ,the two Pagan Kings (ow!fus and 
Healadine: and the two Earls Vter and 
Scarfa, and many thouſands of the Danes 
beſides: Edrick King of the Eaſt-Angles 
was alſo flain by his own SubjeRs, atrer this 
King had vanquiſhed his Army. 

This Edward was the eldeſt Son of EL- 
fride, and the Seventh Sole Monarch of 
England: He began to rule e #10 gol, 
and ruled 24 years. 

8. Ethel5tanc :; He is ſaid to be the firſt 
annointed King of this Ifland: Elfred a 
Norman rebciiing, was kc and ſent to 
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the King's Brother was flain, the King 
through tome Jealouſies conſenting there- 
unto, but afterwards Repenting the Fact, 
cauſed the Procurer thereof to ſuffer 
Death. And now Anlafe the Dane dif-

(pity it was ſo) was flain himſelf: And the 
King afterwards paſſing into Scotland, he 
Otters his Knife, for good Luck's ſake, to 
fohn of Beverlye : Subdues the whole 
Kingdom of Scotland, makes a miraculous 
Dint in a Stone at Dun-bar, with one {troak 
of his Sword, of an Ell deep, to teſtifie 
his Right to that Kingdom : Near Win- 
cheſter, as the Story goes, The King was 
clallenged, by the infulting Dares, to pro- , 
vide a Champion to encounter one CO L- 
BRON a Daniſh Gyant, whom they held 
invincible : and none of the King's men 
daring to fight him ; he got a Pilgrim from 
among the Beggars (as he was direRted in 
WE: 
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his Sleep ) that entred the Lifts, and flew 
the Gyant; and this proved to be Gzy of 
Warwick , of whoſe Vaiior, and the Faith- 
fulneſs of his Wite Felice, Tradition hath 
been very prodigal. | 

At Long-run the King became Y';#or 
of his Enemies,and ſeveral Kings {:nr him 
Preſents, H#gh, King of France, ſent 
him the Sword of Conſtantine the Great, 
which had in the Hilt thereof one of the 
Nails that faftned C17&1ST to the Crols; 
he {int alſo ConSantine's Spear , be-. 
ing the ſame that Lenginrs pierced 
CARIST's fide with , when he hurg on 
the Croſs ; and with it, a picce of the Thor-. 
ny Crow. alſo: And Orho the Emperor 
ſent the King a Lansip 1ichly ſet with 
precicus Stones: The King of Norway. 
ſent him agreat Ship richly gilt, with pur- 
ple Sails : This King cauſed the B / B LE 
to be turned into Englz/h, 

This Erheiſtane was the eldeſt Son to 
Edward, and the Eighth ſole Monarch of 
England : He began his Reign arno 925, 
and reign'd 1 years. 

g. Edmund; He was much imployed 
in warring agaiuit the Dares, and fought 
ſeycral Batteis with thera: He cauſed the 
Eyes of the two Suns of Dx#maz, to be put 
out for their Redejlion; He was Aut Fj 
OF. 
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of ſeveral of thoſe Laws tranflated by Ma- 
ſter Lambert : he was Crown'd at King- 
ſtore near Londsn, and made King there= 
of, and ſo were Edwye, Edred and Ethel- 
red his Succeſlors.

hand :* This ſo diſtafted the King; that he 
could never after endure Wax Candles to 
be burnt before him. He was grievouſly 
peltered with the Danes, compounding 
for his quiet with them .at 10000 pounds 
firſt.; then they raiſed him afterwards 
from 10, to 16, and foto 20, 24, 30, and |

till they had quite exhauſted it : Elfrich 
Earl of Aercia turning Traytor, he and 
his Son Algarus had both their Eyes pur 
out by the King's Command. 

And now the King conſidering the mi- 
{ery of his People, and ſeeing hirnſelf not 
able to withſtand the Dares o force, he 
{ought to vanquiſh them. by policy; and 
{o gave notice to all his Cities every where, 
on Sf. Brices day, to fallupon the Danes 
and murther them, which was according- 
ly put in Execution ; but this News flying 
into Denmark (for all the King's Council 
was betrayed at all times by Earicas one 
of his own Councellors) there came again 
freſh Supplies: and Swanus the Dane 10 
grievoufly oppreſſed the Countrie, burn- 
ing and deſtroying all before them, that he 
gave them thirty thouſand pounds for 
Peace : 'Not long after they flew 900 
Monks and Men of Religion in -Canter- 
bury, and having a a great ſum of 
Money from the Arch Biſhop 4lphegns, 
they then ſtoned him ro Death at Green- 
wich, The King ſeeing thoſe procecdings, 
ſends his Wife} Em2ma,and her two Sons in- | 
to Normandy, to her Brother Richars 
Duke thereof, and ſhortly after followed 
himſelf : But at length Swans the Dy 

eing ll 
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being ſtabbed by his own Men , they 


make Canztms his Son their King: ſo not 
long after King Erhelred returns again in- 
ro England, and perceiving the ſeveral 
Treaſons againſt him, and ſeeing himſelf 
not able to withitand their Fury ; he ſhort- 
Iy after died. In his time was.St. Danſtau 
very famous amongſt the Saxons : he did 
uſe to exerciſe ſeveral Myſteries and 
Trades,at ſeveral times, to avoid Idleneſs: 
and one time being working in the Gold- 
Smiths Trade in a Cell near Glaſtenbury, 
and making of a Gold Chalice : The Devil 
( as the Story goes.) did there appear un- 
to him in the likeneſs of a handſome Wo- 
.man, intending to tempt him to lewdneſs : 
bur he by inſpiration underſtood the cheat, 
.and ſo immediately he got the Devil by 
the noſe with the hot Tongs he had in his 
hands, which made the Devil cry out and 
roar ſo terribly that People came to ſee 
what the matter was: who will may be- 
lieve. 

This Ethelred was third Son of Edgar, 
and the fourteenth ſole Monarch of Eng- 
land: He began his Reign eAuno 979,and 
reigned 37 years. 
® IF. Edmund, He was Sirnamed Tron- 
fde: He gave the Danes ſeveral Battel, o- 


_ verthrew them and raiſed the Siege at 


Lon- 
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Londos : 


; he worſted (annts 4 times at 


leaft in the plain Field, and had in all Þþ 


likelihood rid. Eng/azd of him, if the 
Traitor Earich and others of the Perfidi- 
ous Clergy and Nobility, had not ſecret- 
ly affiſted him. Edmund fought a ſingle 
Duel with Canxtzs the Dane, and dan- 
geroufly wounded him, whereupon Can 
75 defiſted,and cried out to King Edmund, 
ſaying, What need 5 there for us thus to 
 sndanger our Lives? if thou conſent to di- 
vide the Kingdom between us, we ſhall then 
be at peace, and like two Brothers : which 
thing Edzzrmd conſented unto, and did 
accept of (anne for his Co-partner in the 
Kingdom. 

But not long after Edmnnd being eaſing 
of himſelf, he was by Duke Edrick ( that 
Grand Traytor ) thruſt into the Funda- 
ment with a ſharp Spear, and his head cut 
cf and preſented to: Canxte, as an accep- 
table-Sacrifice, as was hoped ; but he de- 
teſting ſuch Traiterous Villany , cauſed 
'- Earicks head to be chopt oft, and to be 
advanced upon a*Pole above the reſt of his 
Fellows, as it was promiſed him, an ad- 
vancement fit for the betrayers of their 
King and Country. And now the 54.x0s 
Monarchy, by the Death of Edmund, being 


drawn to a Period, and the Standard of . 


their 
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their Government overthrown ; The Danes 


. began to Advance the Banner of their 


Conqueſt, and after King Edmu1nd's Death 
diſplayed it in open Field, none bcing able 
to withſtand them, fo they made them- 
ſelves ſole Maſters -of the Ifland, after it 
had been in Poſleflion of the Saxons about 
66 years, it was a Icnzg time after the 
Danes firſt entrance betore they became 
ſole Monarchs thereof. 

This Edmund wasthird Son of Ethelfrid, 
and the fifceenth ſole Monarch cf England, 
his Reign began Anno 1016,and he reigu- 
cd about 1 year, 


CHAP. VUL 
Of the Danes and their Conqueſt of Britain, 
wiih the memorable eAccidents happen- 


ing auring the time of thoſe three Daniih 
Aonarchs who raled here. 


| = Original of theſe Danes is 


£L tihonghr by ſome to be fromthe Scy- 
thians, but others rather thiak ro come 
F from 
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tromScandia aniIfland fcituateNorthward, 
not far from the Continent of Denmark. 
As to their Religion it was much alike to 
that of the Saxons: Their firſt Invaſion was 
about the year 787, and about 230 years 
after they became ſole Maſters of Eng- 
land, which Sovercignty continued but a- 
bout twenty four years, which they had 
ſtruggled tor above two hundred years: 
Their Sacceilion of Monarchs were theſe 
three following. | 

1. Canutas, He was Son to Swanns, and 
was Crowned at Lendon, by Livingus 
Arch-Biſhop of Canterbary : he ſent Ed- 
ward and Edmund, the two Sons of Ed- 
und Trovwfide, the laft Saxon Monarch, to 
his Brother the King of Sweeden,to be made 
away, but he abhorring the Fa, transfer- 
' red them to the King of Hungary : And 
now he marries Emma King Ethelreads 
Widdow, by whoſe Counſel he wreſted 
$2000 Pounds our of his Subjects, to give 
thoſe lazy Danes, that were ſent packing 
to Dezmark, there being then no more. 
necd for them here, He called a Parlba- 
ment at Oxford, and enacted ſeveral good 
Lawes, which arc tobe ſeen in ſeveral old 
Chronicles, and tco large here to be in- 
certed. 

He is ſaid to be an Enemy to Diſlem- 
blers, 
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blers, Traytors and Flatterers : for cn a 
time he cauſed himſelf to be placed in a 
Chair, where the Sea cbbs and flows at 


Southampton , and commanded the Sea, 


that it ſhould not ſwell ſo as towet his Feet, 
but the diſobedient Sea (the Tide-then co- 
ming out ) preſently daſhed up to his 
Thighs ; whereupon he ſtarted up, and ſaid 
ro the Flatterers(who had cxtoll'd his great- 
ncis to be unmatchable, ) Yox ſee all the 
might and power of Kings is but vanity, for 
none 15 worthy to have the name of King, 
but he that hath alls things ſubjeSt to his 
Laws. And fo after that time (as ſome 
Authors affirm) he would never ſuffer - 
the Crown to come on his head, but ſer it 
on the Crucifix head at Wincheſter ; In, 
the third year of his Reign he went inta 
Denmark , and chaſed from thence the 
Fandalls who had invaded that Kingdom : 
And at length he went on Pilgrimage to 
Rome, and is Recorded for a very good 
Man, ſerting aſide his intention to have 
murthered King Edmwnds two Sons. 

This Canutas was the 16 ſole Monarch 
of Enzlaud: He began hisReign Ano1 017. 
and reigned eighteen years. he was buri- 
cd in the old Monaſtery .at W:incheSter, 

2, Harrold,He was ſo fwitt, that he was 
called Haref.ot : Earl Goodiyine was a- 
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gainſt his coming to, the Crown, but the 
Londoners, and Lords cn the Notth fide 
ct Thames were for him and prevailed;he, 
by Treachery of Goodwine, wards got 
the two Sons of Emma, Edward and A41- 
fr-de, the laſt of which had his eyes put 
out, and his Belly opened, and one af of 
his Bowels drawn out and faſtned toa Stake, _ 
and then he was pricked with ſharp poini- 
ards and forced round about the Stake, till 
all his Intralls were wound out ; He cauſed 
alſo Queen Emnra to be baniſhed and her 
Foods to be confiſcate,but the Earl of Flan- 
d 75 received her honourably. | 

This Harrold was the Second Son of Ca- 
natus, and the ſeventeen fole Monarch of 
England: hebegan hisReign .Anno 1036, 
he reigned tour years, and was buricd at 
IWeſt minſter,as Mr, Stow affirms. 

3. Hardicanute, He was Crowned at 
Lo::dou by Elnothaus Arch-Biſhop of Can- 
zerbury; He cauſed the body of his halt 
Brother Harrola to be digged out of his 
Grave, and thrown into the Thames, after 
he had farſt cut oft his Head; but ſome Fiſh- 
ers finding the body buried it decently in 
St. Clements without Temple Bar : this 
Hardicaunte was a great Epicure, and 
had his Tables ſpread tour time dayly, and 
furniſhed with Baintics,tor the fginying of 
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his greedy Appetite ;" throngh the Per- 
ſrattons of Earl Goedwine he raiſed the. 
Sum of 32147 pounds in Exgland for the 
payment of his Fleet, which greatly diftait- | 
ed his Subjeds ; the thing defired by Earl 
Goodwine ; two of the Colleors of this - 
Money were flain at WorcesFer, for which 

cfience their City was ſet on Fire. 

The King Drinking freely at a Wedding. 
in Lambeth,got a Surfeit and: diced ; ſome 
ſay, he was choaked at Dinner there ; bur 
certain it is he died, and with him dyed the 
Danes Monazchy over England , and it fell 
again to the Saxons, for Edward the Se- 
venth Son of Erhelred by Emma his Queen, 
was ſent for out. of Normandy by the £ng- . 
liſh, and was made King, which thing was 
brought abont by Earl Goodwines means, 
and Leofrich Earl of Cheſter. 

This Hardicanate was. third Son of Ca- 
yutas , and eighteenth ſole Monarch of - 
England, He began to Reign eL1n0 1040, 
And reigned about two years: he was bu-- 
ried at Wincheſter, 
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Of the Saxons Re-entry again to the Monar-. 
chy of England , after the Danes Con- 


queſt, 


"THis new Pofſcflion of the Saxons was 

but of ſhort Continuance, till W://- 
am the Norman Duke came and made a 
Forceable Entry upon them : and though 
his Entry were anlenbat yet-all the force 
and Lawhey then had could never obtam 
a Writ of Reſtitution : the continuance of 
this new Saxon Monarchy was but during 
the times of theſe rwo Kings following, 

1. Edward the Confeſſour, He was 
Crowned at Wincheſter by Edſine Arch- | 
Biſhop of Canterbxry ; in the beginning of 
his Reign, the Danes, Iriſh and Welſh en- 
tered England, and deſtroyed all in their 
paſſage with Fire and Sword ; but they 
were withſtood in their proceeding by e4l-= || _ 
fred the Warlike Biſhop of Worceſter. In 
the fafth year of the King's Reign rhere fell 
ſogreat a Snow in fanuary, that covered 
the Ground till the middleof arch; and: | 
much Cartcl and Fowl died ; and in fann- 


ary 
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ary after happened ſach an Earthquake , 
chat ic ſeemed to rend the ground in ſunder 
and withal ſuch fearful Lightnings were 
then, that the Corn in the F.clds was burnt 
up,which cauſed a great Dearth. And now 
Goodwine Earl of Kent, who was the main 
Inſtrument in ſetting up King Eaward , 
for his Favour to the Burgcties cf Ca- 
rerbary, tals into dillike with the King,and 
after tevcral thwartings he and his bve were 
baniſhed : but about two years after was 
received again into favour: and being one 
day at the King's Tavle at Dinner , the 
Cup-bearcr, coming in, gct a tip, and had 
lizeto have {pilt the Wine, but aggre Foot. 
llipped, the other recovered it, whereupon. 
thc Earl {aid, I ſee one Brother bath help- 
ed the other. Yes, ſaid the King, and ſo 


would my Brother Alured have helpen me, 


if Goodwine had not been. The Earl, percei- _ 
ving the King's Anger, he took a piece of: 
Bread, and wiſhed it might choak him, if he 
were guilty of betraying the King's Brother, 
ſo putting the Bread into his Mouth , he 


was choaked therewith, and fell down dead, . 


Aſter this, the King cauſed his Mother 
Emma to be tried, whether ſhe were guilty 
of Aapltery or no, by cauſing her to g0+ 
blindfold over the place where nine Plow- 
thares lay glowing hct, and ſhe being clear. 
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of the Accuſation Taid to her charge, went 
cvyer the place where they lay, and raiſt 
them eyery one, ſtepping -betwixt ſtill all 
the way as ſhe went: when ſhe was paſt 
them, ihe not knowing fo much,cryed out, 
laying, Oh Lord, When ſhall I ccme to 
the place of my Purgation * And ha- 
ving her eyes opened, and ſeeing herſelf 
paſt the Danger, ſhe fell on her knees and 
cave Thanks to her Decliverer ; this kind 
ct Tryal was called Orda/iam, It is re- 
ported alſo that his Dealings with his own 
Beautital Queen Edith, a Daughter to Earl 
Goodwine,yere little better ; ſhe being like- 
wife accuſed of Adultery, and kept in Pri- 
{on during her Father's Baniſhment: In this 
King's time was a blaſing Star ſeen for ſev'n 
dayes ſpace all the World over. 

The Abby of St. Peters at Weſtmin#ter- 
was enlarged by this King, and he built the 
Church ot St. Margarets at WeſtminSter, 
and removed the Biſhop's Sea from Cri- 
dington in Devon-ſhire to Exeter, and 
made Leofrick firſt Biſhop thereof: and he 
was the firſt of our Kings that cured the 
Diſeaſe called Srrama, now the King's 
Evil: and that firſt uſed to Seal his Patents 
with the Srately Seal, now called The 
KING'S Great Seal : and he remitted 
the Tax of Dane-Gzilt, ſo grievous to SG 
Sub- 
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ne Sabjects, and Colle&ed all the Laws of his . 
ﬀ Predeceilors into. one Body , which ſome; - 
W fay, is the Ground or. Foundation of OUr; , 
it Common Lyy.

{ure, was driven int) Normandy, where : 
Duke William cauſed him to fear, that if 
Edward died without Iffue, . the Crown of 
England ſhould be reſerved: for the Nor- . 
mans. And hereupon after Edward's . 
Death, and Harrold's ailuming of the 
F F Crown: . 
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Crown: Duke William (ent his Embatta- 
dours to him, to put him tn minde of his 
Oath : but he returned Anſver,T hat it was 
extorted from hin in hys Impriſoumept, and 
ſo not obligeng: At this Anſwer the 
Duke was much inraged: and prepared 
for an Invaſion: and at Harrold's Prepa- 
ration to Encounter the Dake, a fearful 
Comet appeared,which was look'd upon (as 
after it proved) a bad Omen. 

And now Harrold's Miſery approach- 
ing, Toto Brother to Harrold, and Har- 
rold. Harfagar King of Denmark; invaded 
England, and landed at Richal upon Owſe, 
in York-ſhire, and ſpoiling the Country 
round about, marched ſtraitway to York : 
News being brought to rhe King, he with 
his Army marched Northwards to ſuppreſs 
theſe Daniſh Forces;and at Stamford Bridg 
built over the River Derwent, he was ſtopt 
by a ſingle Dane, who flew 4o of his men, 
but at length the valiant Daze was ſlain 
a Soldier who got a Boat and rowed under 
the Bridge,and thruſt his Spear up through 
a hole in the Bridge, {o flew the fa- 
mous valiant Dare : Some fay, He was 
flain with a Dart thrown at him : 
the King now getting the Bridge , he 
fell upon the Norwegians, and made. great 
laughter of them, and aznong the = h 
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flew Harfagar the King of Denmark, and # 
Toſto his own Brother ; and Olave the Son - 
of Harfagar, and Paul Earl of Orkny. 
were taken Priſoners, who begging their : 
Lives of the King were ſuffered to depart 
with the reſt of the Priſcners, having 20 
ſmall Veſiels of their great Fleet of three - 
hundred Ships,wherewith they invaded the :: 
Realm, allowed them to carry away their . 
flainand hurt, with the heavy news to Den--. 
mark of the loſs ct their King, and over- - 
throw of their whole Army.” 

Theſe Troubles were no ſooner over, but*: 
IW::an Duke of Normandy landed at Pe- - 
verſey irf®S8ufſex, upon the cighth day of 
September, Anno Domini 1066, who after . 
his landing ſet his own Ficet on Fire, that - 
his Soldiers might have no hopes of flying . 
back thither for ſuccour. When he firſt - 
came on ſhoar his Foct ſtuck faft in: the -- 
Sand, and the Knight that was next to him + 
faid, Now, Sir Earl, England ſticks faſt - 
to thee, Doubr not but preſently to-be King . 
thereof : afrer ſome ſmall ſtirs he ſent a . 
Metlenger to the King at Lozdon, to de- - 
mand the Kgd9m, but the Mefſenger was. 
diſmiſſed with Threars, and Harrold. now ; 
ſeeing no way but one, either ro fight or - 
yield the Kingdom, which was to fiveet a . 
Morſel to pays with without m—_ He - 
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therefore adyances with his Army into Suſ- 


ſex, and pitched his Tents in a fair plain 
within ſeven miles of the Enemy, and ſend, 
ing forth his ſpies they were taken and pre- 
{ſented to the Duke, who cauſed them to be 
{ent from Tent to Tent and Feaſted, and 
then releaſed them. 

And now the Dzke entring the plain 
where the 'King was, ſent a Monk to him, 
to demand the Kingdom ; or otherwiſe 
for the avoiding the eftuſion ok much blood, 
to try it by ſingle Combate, or elſe to hold 
the Kingdom under him : Harrold's An- 
fer was,It ſhould be tried by more Swords 
than ope ; So the next day befng the 14 
of Otteber 1066, on a Satwrday, They 
marthalled their Armics, and Trumpets 
founding to Battel, ar the firſt encounter 
tne Normans had the worlt of it, and the 
Englſb thinking they had run, diſ-ranked 
chemiclves for perſuit; which as ſoon as 
the Duke perceived he rallied his men,and 
fell indefperately-again, and then flew the 
dif-ranked Evgliſp on ou among which 
King Harro!d paid his laſt Breath to the 
fury of the Conqueror , having an Arrow 
ſhor into his Brains; and with him: died 
Girth and Leofiue his two Brothers, and 
.moſt of the Enzliſh Nobles,and 97974 Sol- 

dicrs; the Duke had threeHories 1tain _ 
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' der him, yet received no harm himſelf. 


In this ſame place the Conqueror after- 
wards built an Abby and called it Batte/- 
Abby. Andnow Aldrede Archbiſhop of 

York, counſelled the People to chuſe yeung 
Eagar Atheling King , being the true law- 
fal Heir to the Crown, but it came to no- 
thing ; for with the determination of Z7ar- 
rold's Reign, ceaſed the Royal blood of 
the Saxons, whoſe Kings made England an 
Heptarchy , and afterwards had reduced - 
it to a glorious Monarchy : and had been 
Kings and Monarchs thereof from Zen- 
gifts firſt Poſſcilion of the Kingdom of 
Kent, till Harrold's Deaths, about 5 87 
years; but Authors agree not in the Com- 
m_ , {ome accounting more and ſome 
cſs. 

This King Harreold was the Son of 50od- 
wine Earl of. Kent, by his Wite S:tha Siſter 
t9 Swain the younger, King of Denmark , 
h2 was the 20 fole Monarch of England ; 
And began his Reign -4:no 1065, and 
Reigned about 9 Months and nine days; he 
was flain the 14 cf Ofober 1066, at Bat- 
tci-Ficld in Szfſex, and was buried at Wal- 
than in Eſſex, | 
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Of England's ({onqueſt by the Normans, 
and first of William the Conqueror, 


I Heſe Normans, who by the Sword 
gained the Diadem of Eng-. 
, land, and were the laſt Conque-. 


rors thereof , in whoſe Line the 
Monarchy of England is ſtill continu'd,were 
antiently a mixt Nation with the Warlike 
Norwesians, Swedens, and Danes ; and 


took their Name from that Northern Cli- 


mate, antiently called C:mbrica Cher ſone-. 


ſus, and Norway: but the Country being 
thought to be too little for theſe People: 
Rollo, a Famous. Noble Norman , with 
many others in his Company, betook chem- 
ſelves to Sea, to ſeek Fortunes Court : and 
having pra&tiſed ſome Piracies upon the 
Coaſts of Belgia, Frizia, England and 
Treland, at length they became fo fearful 


to the French, that Charles the Simple 7 


King of France, gave to Rc his Daugh- 
ter Gilla in Marriage with the Durchy of 
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Normandy : And this Duke Rollo was 
Proavns or Great Grandfather to Richard. 
che Fifth Duke of Normandy, which Ri . 
chard was Elder Brother to Keber?, Father 
tothis WILLIAM the Famous Conque- . 
ror of England, whoſe Famous Actions . 
and Memorable Things we ſhall now pro- 
ceed to Treat of, . 


After the Fight at Battle-Fzeld, Duke. 
Wiliam haſted towards London., waſting 
as he went the Counties of Kent, Sxſſex , 
Surry, Hampſhire, and Bark-ſhire ; he 
croſt Thames at Wallingford, and fo mar- . 
thed thorow the Counties .of Oxford, Buck- 
ingham , and Hartford. And at Bark- 
hamp(tead, he made a Stop : to which place 
repaired eAldred Archbiſhop of York, 
Wolſtan Biſhop of WincheSter, Walter Bi- 
thop of Hereford, the Earls Edwin and 
AMorcar, and Edgar Atheling the Heir to 
the Crown ; jv, ch did their Allegiance 
to the Duke, And ſo marching for Lon- 
don, he was ſtopt at St. Albans by Fre- 
drick Abbot thereof: On Chriſtmas-day 
tollowing he was Crowned at. Weſtminſter 


' by Aldred Arch-biſhop of York : And now 


confidering how to fecure the Realm from 
Invaſions, he thought it expedient firlt to 
tortifie the Cinque Ports, and fo taking his 


March towards Dover , at the Inſtigation 
of Srigand Arch-biſhop of C anterbury, and 
Eplefimne Abbot of Saint Anuſtines, he was 
{urprized by the Kentiſh men, -who carry- 
ing Boughs and Branches of Trees in thcir 
hands, they ſecmed like a Walking Wood , 
which fight ſo afrighted the Conqueror , 
that he granted their Requeſts , to. have all 
their Ancient Cuſtoms: whereupon they 
yielded up to him their Earldom of Kenz, 
and Caſtle of Dover. The Conqueror was 
kind alſo to.the Londoners, ſuffering them 
to. injoy their Priviledges they had in Ea: 
ward the Conteilor's time. . 

Shortly after this the Conqueror ſaile$> 
to Normandy to ſettle his Aftairs there, ta- 
king with him. ſeveral Ezgl;/b Nobles 
(whoſe greatneſs he feared in his Abſence) 
for Pledges, and making his half Brotiter 
Otho, Biſhop of Bayexx, Earl of Kent,and 
William Fitz-O:sbarae Earl of Hereford, 
to whoſe Truſt he left the Government of 
the Kingdom till his Return : In whoſe Ab- 
ſence the Welſh rebelled and waſted all to 
the Mouth of Wye. theſe Stirs called the 
Conqueror back again, who at his Return 
gave the Lands of the Engliſh to his Nor- 
mans; And the Engliſh thus turned out 
of their Eſtates, fell foto Rob and Pillage 
that the High-waycs, between one To 
AIG ' 
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and another lay anfrequented - The Earls 
Edwin and Morcar, and Eavar Atheling 
with his Mother and Siftcr and ſeveral o0- 


_ ther Engliſh Neubles fled into Scotland to 


King Malcolm, to whom the Conqueror 
ſent, deſiring him to ſend back for England 
Eagar Atheling, but falcolms having 
married his Siſter, denied him, and kepr 


| him notwithſtanding all Ring William's 


Threats. And now the {zqzeror {till go- 
ing on in his Oppreſſions of the Engliſh, he 
cauſed eyery Houſe-houlder to put out 
both Fire and Candle at eight a Clock at 
Night, to which purpoſe there was a Bell 
rung in every City, Town or Village,by the 
French called. {over few, that is, (over 
Fire, 

Inthe Second year of his Reign, Good- 
wine and Edmund two of King Harrold's 
Sons invaded the Realm out cf 1reland : 
and took away great Bootys. And the 
year after, the Eng/:;ſb in the North flew 
700 Normans,but fome of the Authors of 
theRebellion,being taken, had ſome of them 


their Heads cut off, and other their hands: 


And now Swain, King of Denmark, aſliſted 
the Engliſh with 300 Sail of Ships fraughc 
with Soldiers, who under Command of 
Osbarne , Swaine's Brother, and his own

gated the Engliſh Laws, and ſet up his own, 


in the Norman Tongue, to the great Dam- 
mage of the Engliſh: Hereupon the Earls 
Edwine and Morcar with Frederich Abpot 


of St. 414ans, ſet up Edgar Atheling a-. 


gain for their General,and rebelled againſt 


the Conqueror, who, ſeeing their daily in- 
creale. 
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"| 200 Sall of Ships for England's Invaſion, 


creaſe of Forces, concluded a Peace with 
them, and Swore To keep inviolable the 
Anutient LAWS of the Land, and thyfe 
of Sr, Edward, 

But not long after he took from the Ab= 
by of St, Albans, all the Lands between 
Barnet and London-Stone, and bereaved 
all the Abbies and Monaſteries of England 
of all their Treaſure,ſparing neither Chal- 
lices nor Shrines, : 

And now Malcolm King of Scots, who 
ſided with the Engliſh, and King Will;ams 
made a League, and reared a Stone-Croſs 
on Sta1n-Aoor in Weſtmerland, called the 
Roy-Crofs, for a Meer Mark to the Bounds 
of both Kingdoms. And ſhortly aiter this, 
the King took his Voyage for Normandy 
again, the People being there in Rebellion, 
but by the Prowels cf the Eng1;/p they were 
quickly brought again to their Obedience. 
Now, during this Stay in Normanay, the 
Nobles in England rebell again, but at his 
Return were quickly diſmaied. So he cau- 
ſed the Eyes of ſome of them to be put our, 
the hands of others to pe cut off, and ſome 
were hang'd upon Gibbets, and thoſe who 
elceped the beſt, were Baniſhed. 

No ſooner were theſe Troubles over, 
but Swain King of Denmark had manned

but hearing of the Nobles Overthrow,tho 
turned Sail for Flanders. | 
In the Year 1075. Wa!cher Biſhop of 
Durham purchaſed the Earldom of Nor- 
thumberland ct the Ring, but being an 
uſurping cruel Fellow, the Inhabitants fiew 
him : the year enſuing the Earth was hard 
Frozen from the midit of November to the 
' midſt of Aprill. And the next year after, 
upon Palm Sunday a blazing Star was ſeen 
near the Sun: and this-year Robert King

returning for Eng/and, he built the Tower 
of London, Anno 1 07 8. And this yearThar- 
ſfan Abbot of Glastenbrry cauſed 3 Monks 
to be ſlain in his-Church,and 1 $8 Men to be 
wounded, ſo that their Blood- run down 
from the . Altar to the Steps. And this 
very year alſo he cauſed a Survey to be ta- 
ken ot England, which is ſtill to be fecn in 
the Book called Dooms aay Book, kept in 
the King's Exchecquer ; of every Hide,of 


Land he exacted the ſum of fix ſhillings;

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npon this occaficn the Engl ſh incited al- 
tolm the Scotch King to invade England, 
who waſted all as far as Monk-cheſter upon 
Tine ; The King ſent his Son Robert with 
an Army againſt him, who at that time 
hid the Foundation cf a Caſtle at Iſonk- 
cheſter, calling it New-Castle, and from 
this the Town there took its Name. 

The King now perceiving himſelf well 
Seated in his Throne, began to provide 
for his Paſtime, and cauſed, in the South 
from Salz5brry to the Sea, Towns and Vil- 
hges and 36 Pariſh Churches to be pulled 
down and laid level with the Coed and

verwhelmed many Villages to the greata- 
mazement of all the people : Andnot long 
after this, ſome diſpleaſure arifing between 
the King and Phillip King of France, he 
took ſhip for Normandy; and talling ſick 
there, hearing of ſome ſcofls put upon hin 
by the French King ; at his recoveryhe 
was ſo inraged, that he ſpoyled all the Weſt 
parts of France, and ſet the City Meur, 
or Namuntz on fire. By his laſt will he gave 
great Riches to the Church of St, Srephens 
in Normandy, which was of his own 
Founding, and arnong other things, he be- 
queathed his Crown and Regal Ornaments 
to it : He put the diſtinction between the 
cyo Arch-Biſhops of Canterbury and York; 
making York Primate of E»g/and, and 
Canterbary Primate of all England; alfo 
he made the Churches of Scotland, to be 


under the Primate of York, as the Church-f- 


es of England were under the Primate of 
Canterbury. At the performance of his 


Funeral: Rights in the Church of St. Sre- 


phens, in Cane in Normandy, being off 
his own Foundation; his Body was denyed 


Burial, by a Gentleman called 4ſcelins 
Fitz-Arther, who ſaid that it was the ve- 
ry place of his Fathers houſe Floor, which 
the Duke in his lifetime violently took from 


him, and upon his Inheritance F cunt

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the ſaid Church : Therefore, faith he, I 
Challeng this Ground, and in God's behalf,

This W:ill:am was King of England,and 
Duke of Normandy, He was Son to Ro- 


bertthe Sixth Duke of Normandy, begot-- 


ren on a Beautiful Damoſe], called Arc, 
the Danghter to a Tanner, as ſome report: 
He began his Reign on Sarrrday ther 4 day 
of October Anno 1066, he reigned twen- 


ty years, ten Months, and twenty fix daycs,, 


and was the twenty one ſole Monarch of 
England : he got his Sickneſs by an over- 


heat, and died on Thurſday the 9 day of.

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September in the 56 year of his Datchy,

V T1 LI 4A M Poſting to Lon- 
Aon, after the Death of his Fa- 
ther, he carried with him Earl Aorcar, 
and Wilnoth Son to Harrold, keing both 
releaſed from their Imprifonment in Nor- 
manay ; but moſt of the States ſtood for 
Rebert his elder Brother, and had tried 
their Titles by the Sword, had not Lan- 
franck and Wolſtan two Learncd Prelates 
ſtayed their hands. On Sznday the twenty 
[1x *of September, Anno 1087, Willa 
was Crowned at IVeſtminſter by Lanfranck 
Arch-Biſhop of Canteroxry. And now 
04s the King's Vncle having been rongh- 
ly dealt withal by William the Father, tor 
Revenge thereot begins to draw the No- 
bles into ſedition.egainſt Wil/azz the Son, 
ey 7 and 
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.and further to accompliſh his deſires, he 
ſent Letters to Robert (rto:;ſe the King's 
elder Brother and Duke of Normandy, to 
invade England, to which Requeſt Koberr 
{ent anfwer according to Odo?'s expeta- 
tion; ſo Odo .and the Nobles expeQing 
daily Robert's aſliſtance fell into open Re- 
bellion, and made a great ſpoil in ſeveral 
pow of the Kingdom ; but Robert, not fo 
haſty as was expected : in the mean time 
Biſhop OdÞ is taken and baniihed : not 
long after Duke Robert enters England 
with -his Normans, whereupon the King 
agreed with him to depart again, paying 
him three thouſand marks yearly : about 
this time Langfranck Archbiſhop of Carn- 
zerbury dying, the King kepr the Biſhop- 
rick in his hands-four years. And the year 
after the King invaded Normandy and 
forced his Brother Robert to compoſition 
with him; after the Peace concluded be- 
tween theſe two Brothers, they both took 
_ againit cheir younger Brother Henry, 
but at length were all reconciled. 

And now AZalcolm King of Scots ente- 
red England, dcing much harm : and the 
King marching ty oppoſe him, at their 
meeting a Peace was concluded, and he 
gave Malcolm twelve Villages, which he 
had formerly held under W:t;am the Cnr 
qUCIor 
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querour, for twelve marks yearly in Gold, 
Ar that time the King built {arl;fle in 
Cumberland, having been demoliſhed two 
hundred years before by the Danes. And 
now he makes Anſelm,a Norman Abbot, 
Arch-Biſhop of Canterb#ry, «Anno 1093. 
About this time King 1alcolm came to 
Gloaceſter, to treat with the King again a- 
bout the Peace of the Nations, and taking 
ſome diſtaſte at his Reception, he returned 
in a Rage, and raiſing an Army, he ſpoy- 
led all-before him as far as Alnewick s 
preſently after this Robert Mowbray and 
William of Ancho with ſome others conſpt-. 
red to take the King's Lite and Crown, and 
to ſet up Stephen de Albemarle, but they 
were prevented. This ſame year; viz. 
1093, the King Conquered Wales, ſince 
which time the Engliſh Monarchs have been 
accounted the chief Governours thereof. 
The next year the King and his Brother 
Robert fell at odds again, but were quickly 
reconciled. And Robert intending for the 
Holy War, did Mortgage his Dxkedozz to 
William tor 6666 pound of Silver, to fur- 
niſh him with neceſſaries for the War. 
And now to raiſe this Sum of Money, the 
King laied heavy Taxes on his SubjeRs, 
and neither Churches nor Monaſteries 


. were Pxividedged from this payment. This

Voyage for the Holy War was taken in the 
year of cur Lord 1099. And the ſame + 
year the King built new Walls about the 
Tower , and likewiſe built Weſtminſter- 
hall being ninety yards Icng, twenty four 
yards and two Foot broad ; and yct when 
he firſt ſce it, he taid, Ir was too little by 
halt, and ſo he would reſerye ic for a 
Chamber. Abont this time began the 
Ce5terfian Order in Burgandy, as tome old 
Authors affirm; and ir was brought i:to 
England about the year 113 5,andan Abby 
built for the Monks of that Order at X:- 
vaulx. 

New the King going for Vcrmandy to 
relieve his Subjects there, the Winds pro- 
ving very crols, the Pilate.defired the Kin 
to ltay a whiie for a better Galc, but the 
King, no whit daunted, commanded to 
hoife up Sales with theſe words, ZHaF7 thou 
ever heard tat any King was drowned ? 
He denied that the Pope had any Authori- 
ty over any Biihop within his Realm, and 
aiſo denied the Popes power of binding and 
looting, bur faied Eim Perer-pence grant- 
cd by his Father: he alſo held it bootleſs to 
invocate Saints, curbed eAnſelm Arch- 
Biſnop ct Canterbury, and Taxcd the ſivel- 
ling Clergy, for their Pride, Laxary , 
Jaleneſs, and cAvarice, In the Second 
year 
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year of his Reign a great Earthquake hap- 
pened, and in the fourth year a great 
Lightning whica burnt the Steeple of the 
Abby of Wizcreſter, and rent the Beams 
ot the Roof, caſting dewn the Tmace of our 
Laiy and Crucitix, breaking one cf the 
Legs thereof. 7nd not long after,ſo great 
a Wind happened at London that it blew 
down 60, {ome ſay 606 houſes, and took 
off the Roof of Bow-Church, bearing it a 
great height into the Air, and tix of the 
Beams being twenty ſeven foor long, with 
the fall ran twenty three foot into the 
Ground, the Streets being then unpaved: 
in the fixch year of the King's Reign was ſo 
great a Famine and Mortality, that the 
Quick were ſcarce able to bury the Pead: 
and in the ninth year of his Reign two bla- 
ſing Stars with two Buſhes appeared, and 
other Stars ſcemed to ſhoor Darts one at. 
the other. And the laſt year of his Reign 
the Sea overflowed its- Banks, and drow- : 
ned a.great number of People im Kent ,. 
and overwhelm'd a great deal of Lands - 
which had been Earl Gocavins , whoſe 
Namathey retain to this day, being called 
Goodwin's Sands, There was alſo a Well 
of Blood, which roſe up our of the ground . 
for the ſpate of 15 dayes, at Fincham- - 
ſtead near Abbinzton in Bark-ſhire..

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This William Rufus was King of Eng- 
land, but not Duke of Normandy : he was 
Fhird Son of W/!;am the Conquerour, by 
Maud his Wife, Daughter to Baldwine, 
the fifth Earl of Flanders. He began his

jedts a Charter of ſome Immuities, Dated 
under his hand at Oxford, Anno Domins 
1136, whoſe Tenour was, as followeth, 

That all Liberties, Cuftomes and Poſ-- 
{ſſions- granted to the Church thould 
ſtand firm. | 

That all Perſons and cauſes Ecclefiaſti- 
cal ſhould appertaia only to Eccleftaſtical 
Tadges : 

That none but Elergy men ſhould med- 
dle with the vacancies of Churches or any 
Church mens goods.

preſerved from Violence by Earl Robert's 
Command, and from thence he was car- 
ried Priſoner to the Empreſs to Glouceſter, 
rey which place he was ſent bound to 3ri- 
oll. | 

And now the Empreſs Triumphed as 
ſole Sovereign of England, all the People, 
fave thoſe of Kerr, doing her Allegiance ; 
to Wincheſter ſhe marched in State, and 
there received the. Regal Crown, from 
thence ſhe went to London, where ſhe was 
received with Royal procefiion, 

And now the reports of Srephen's Im- 
priſonment being got into Normandy, his 
Subjes there began to incline to Yfery 
the Husband of the Empreſs: ſhorcly at- 
ter this, Earl Robert the Empreſs Brother 
was taken Priſoner, by fome of the King's . 
party, who had eſcaped from Lincoln, who 
carrying him to Gloxceſter there impriſo- 
ned him, and growing art length weary ofthis 
Irons, and hard Lodging, he and the King 
Were 
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were releaſed one in Liew of the other; 
The Earl after his Releaſment went for 
Normandy to raiſe more aid, but in the 
mean while King - Stephen beſieged th 
Empreſs in O-xford, where ſhe was brought 
to ſuch a ftraighr, that ſhe was forced to 
tly by Night, with ſome of her Company, 
Diſguiſed, getting over the Tham?s on 
the Ice, itbcing then Winter, from which 
place they-ran on Foot through Snow and 
Dirches to eL95::/gton, being about fine 
miles ; and here they took Horſe, and got 
to Wallizg fora-Caſile, And by this time 
Earl Rozert and Prince Henry the Emprels 
Son, were landed at Warran—haven from 
whence they got to the Empreſs; but ſhe 
at length being wearied with the various 
ſucceſs of War and never out of Troubles, 
left England, and returned to her Husband 
into Normandy, having ſent her Son Hen- 

77 thither before her. 
At Lincola*the King (after the Empref 
Departure) cauſed all the Barrons to 
A1wear Allegiance to Prince Exſtace, Ste- 
phen's Son ; And Theobald Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbary, refuſing to conſecrate Enſtae 
King , was forced to fly into Norman 
for his ſafety, and the King ſeized all hs 
Poſſetſons, no King before Srephen's bo 
urk 
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erJdurſt enter Lincoln, being fiighted with 
forflcke Fooliſh Propheſics of ſome Wizards,

tered England again, and was met by the 
King, whoſe Armies had joined in Battel, 
but that the Winter Storms prevented 
them, and ſo a Truce was concluded , 
which thing was very diſpleaſing to Prince 
euſtace, who not long after died of a 
Frenzy.

Afcer hs Death, a Peace was concluded, 
and the King adopted Prince Henry the 
Empreſs's Son for his Heir and Succellcr : 
In laſt year of the King's Reign, a little 
before his Death, was ſeen the Sign of the 
Croſs in the Moon. 

This Stephen was King of England, and 
Duke of Normandy, hewas the Third Son 
of Stephen Earl of Bloyce by his Wife cA- 
dilicia or eAlice, third Daughter to Wil- 
liam the Conquerour ; His Reign began 
on 3Z+nday the ſecond day cf December, 
eAuno Domini cleven hundred thirty five, 
and he rcign'd cightcen years, ten moneths, 
and twenty dayes: and was the twenty 
fourth fole Monarch of England : He died

Hereupon the -Contention between the 
King and Becket grew ſo hot, that the 
Pope ſent Philip his Almoner to per{wade 
the Biſhop to ſwear, who, at his Requeſt, 
took the Oath, Anno 1163. London- 
Bridge was made anew cf Timber, by one 
Peter the Prieſt of (ole-chnrch. And now 
Becket ſtanding ſeveral times in Oppoſiti- 
on againſt the King, at length was condem- 
ned of Perjury, and being called to hear 
his Sentence as a Traytor, he made ſhift 
t eſcape in Diſpuiſe into Flanders by the 
Name of Deermany. 

Now the King ſends his Embaſladors to 
the Pope, requeſting hin to ſend two of

He was afterwards cano- 
nized by the Pope, and is reputed amonglit 
thoſe of the Romiſh periwaſton, for a great 
Saints He was, by Birth, a Londoner, his 
Mother a Sarazex, and by Profeſſion he 
was a Civilian, 

After the King returned for Ez7land, 
Robert Fitz,-Stephen a valliant man (with- 
out the King's Knowledg) faiied for 7re- 
land, where he became Conqueror of fe- 
veral Strong-holds. But the King him- 
ſelf, who had it in his Thoughts long be- 
fore to make a Conquelt thereot , failed 
thither , and impriſoned Firz-Stepher , 
who had made way for the King's Con- 
queſt.

:ſalem took three thouſand Camels, and 
four thouſand Horſes and Mules of the 
S4adines coming from Babylon, and all 
the Carriages with their Rich Spoil. - 

And now the Duke of Burgaiudy and 
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his Regiment forſaking King Richard, he 
made a Peace with Sa/adize for three 
years, and fo returned very Penfſtve that 
he had neither conquered Feruſalem nor 
Sa/adine. And intending to have gone 
through Germany, he was taken in Diſ- 
guiſe in eana, and the Dake ſ{cized him 
tor his Priſoner : The News of the King's 
Impritonment coming to England, his Mo- 
ther with other of his faſt Friends, Swore 
the Reaim to be truce to the King: and 
made all the Strong Holds fare ior him, 
Put the Subje&s of Normandy, in his Cap- - 
tivity, were ſet npon by the French. 
After this the King regained his Liber- 
ry, paying tothe Emperor 100000 Marks 
iter!ing, and half ſo much to the Duke tor 
his Ranſom: the Emperor afterwards,to 
gratifie the King, made him King of Pro- 
vince. Philip of France having notice of 
the King's Releaſement, ſent word to Earl 
7obn,the King's Brother (who had endea- 
voured to gain the Crown in his Brothers 
Captivity) that the Devil was let looſe 
again. After hisReleaſement he came for 
England, and was joyfully received by 
Hubert Arch-Biſhop cf Canterbary, and 
ſhortly after Earl 70h was adjudged by lus 
Peers to looſe all his Eſtate. And now the 
King cauſed himſelf to be Crowned again - 
al 
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at Winchefter ; and had a new Grezt : 


Seal made, by which Device he got great 
Summs of money out of his Subjects, cau- 
fing them to have all their Evidences new 
Sealed: after this, being at Dinner at We/t- 
miner, and, hearing of the Siege of Ner- 


ville, he ſyore he would not turn his F- ſet:

till he had got thither with his Army _ 


ſo cauſed the Wall to be cut dow a where 
he was, that he might pals thre 4agh, which 
Breach was to be perceiv® 4.10 hundred 
years after. Andnow "' . £oroave his Bro- 
ther, Earl fohn, ar”, getting a great V1- 
Qory over the Fre ghar G 3ſors; He thus 
{poke,Not we, 7 ajth he, but D LEV ET 
MON D KQ9-1T, that is, God and 
our Right, nath obtained this Victory: af- 
ter thi; theKings of England made it their 
Mato. Afterwards, by the interce ding of 
Pope Innocent the Third, a Peace was con- 
cluded between England and France. And 
not long after this, the King lying a Gar- 
r1{on againſt the Caſtle of {halze,was there 
thot in the left Arm by ane Arballaſter, 
Itanding on the Wall, with a ſqare Arrow 
out of a-Stcel Bow, of which Wound he 
ſhortly after died. 

He banithed all the Zews of Norwich Sr, 
Edmund Bury, Lyncoln , Stanford, Lyn 
and York, at which laſt place above five 


H x5 hun- 
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hundred ofthem,beſides Women and Chil- 
dren, entred a Tower cf the Caſtle, and 
when the Chriſt:;ans came to Befiege them, . 
the Zews cut the Throats of their Wives and 
Children, and caſt them on the Beſtegers 
heads, and then burnt both the Houſe and 
DOE , fo deſperatly Wicked were 
they. 

This Richardshe firſt, was King of Eng- 
land, and Duke of ormandy , Guyen and 
eAquitam: Hewas the third Son of King 
Henry the Second, by Elianor his Queen, 
eldeſt Daughter ana Heir to William Duke 
of eAquitain : His Reign began on Tharſ- 
day the ſixth of Fzly 1189, he reigned nine 
years and nine Months, and-yas the twen- 
ty ſixth ſole Monarch of Eng/aid - He died 
of the before named Wound in his Arm, 
on Tueſday the fixth of e April, Auno Do- 
2nini 1199, being in the tenth year of his 
Reign, and 42 of his Age, His body was 
buricd at Font-Everad,

E was Crowned at Weſtminſter by . 
Hubcri Arch-Biſhop of (anterbury, 
and had much ado before he got the Crown, 
and more ado before the People would - 
ſyear him Fealty ; which when they did it, | 
was with a Refervation. eArthar, King 
7obu's Nephew, by his Eider Brother Feffe- 
7x, with whom tided Philip King cf France, 
did mightily oppoſe King 7obr's proceed- .. 
ings, >ut he was backt by Otho the Empe- 
rour. And Hzbert the Arch-Bithop, ina 
great Atlembly, made an Or aticn,whercin 
he Declared that the Crown of England was 
meerly Arbitrary and Eiettive. Now the 
King after ſeveral Our-tals betwcen Philip 
King of France and him, at length a Peace 
was concluded, wheiein it was agreed that 
Lewis, Heir of France,ſhculd marry King _ 
fohn's Necce. 
After the Peace concluded the King. re- 
turned for England, and ordereda col-. 
| lecion . 


lecion of 35,0n everyCarxcata of Land,for 
the Marriage of his Neece, and his Martial 
uſes : Burt feffery Arch-Biſhop of York, 
(Son to King 7ohn's Father by Roſamond 
his Father's Concubine) denyed che Pay- 
ment hereof within his Precinds : and like- 
wiſe refuſed to accompany the King his 
Brother into Fraxce to folemnize the Mar- 
Tiage, and conclude the Peace : for which 
Contemps the King cauſed all his Tempo- 
ralties tobe Seized on. 

After this, the King and W:U{;am King 
of Scotland meeting at Lincoln, they there 
{wore Amity and Faithful Love, upon the 
Crofier-ſtaff of Arch-Biſhop Hxbert. But 
now the French King breaking the Peace 
concluded on, ſeveral Batrels were forwght 
between him and King 7ohn, and Prince 
Arthur was taken Priſoner and died. The 
Pope ſought a Reconciliation between the 
rwo Kings, but it took no eftet. After this 
the King returned,and called a Partament 
at Oxford, at which time they granted him 
33 5. 44, forevery Knights Fee. 

In the year 1204, Normandy fell from 
England tothe French, after it had been 
disbranched from France about 319 years, 
the next year after the Arch-Biſhop died, 
whoſe Wealth and Poſleiſltons were Seized 
on by the King, in Regard of his haughty 
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earriage in his life time, and fohn Gray, 
Biſhop of Norwich, was tranſlated to Car- 
terbury. 

And now the King bethinks himſelf a- 
gain on Revenge upon the French ; and 
with a great Army landed at Roche/, and 
preſently won the Caſtle Monet Auban, 
which was reputed invincible, after this 
the City Angiers was alſo ſubjeRed by him., 
And at length the two Kings met, but, by 
the interceeding of Forein Prelates, a two 
years Peace was concluded. 

About this time the King ſent one eL- 
lexander a Divine of Oxford;to the Pope to 
detend his Authority againſt that of Rome, 
which he very well performed and made 
out both by Scripture, and Reaſon: and 
writing againſt the Pope's Authority, he 
was afterwards perſecuted and baniſhed 
by Langton Arch-Biſhop of Canterbery, 
and diek in Exile : ſhortly after this the 
Emperour Otho arived in England, and 
was Royally received by the King, who at- 
ter ſome days of Banquetring returned 
again, And now the Pope begins to play his 
Prancks, depriving Arch-Biſhop Gray , 
and ſetting up Stephen Langton in his place, 
writing to the King in his behalf : and now 
began the King's miſeries to approach, for 
upon this Account the King wrote to Pope 

In- 


for intruding upon his Prerogative : the 
Pope returned him a ttundring Anſfiver, 
and preſently after ſent his Apottolical 
command to the Prelates, London, Ely, 
and Worceſter to interdi&t the Kingdom, it 
the King continued in his Obſtinacy. This 
Commiltiion was put in Execution, and the 
Church Doors ſhut up tor ſeveral years: 
ſome Authors ſay 6 years, ſo that the Peo- 
ple lived more like zfidels than Chriſti- 
ans ; for which afttront ſeveral of the Cier- 
gy were baniſhed by the King, and ſent to 
the Pope their Maſter. 

And now the 17;/h, being in Rebellion, 
the King haſted thither, at whole arrival 
more then twenty petty Kings came to him 
to Dublin, doing their Allegiance. About 
this rime Gxalrer axes, Arch-Deacon of 
Oxford, preached vehemently againit rhe 
Pride of the Pope, and wrote a Book cal- 
led the Revelation of the Rem:ſh Goliah, 
for wiich he was much perſecuted and ha- 
ted.Shortly atrer thisPh:l;p King of France, 
by commuucn from the Pore, took Ship 
for England, to depoſe King Fohn, the Pope 
promiling him tac Crown uf E£#, land: but 
the King prepared again{t his coming, yet 
fearing the French P. wer, he, unwiiuingly, 
fore to Panariphas, the Pope's Nancin,to 


1ub- 
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Innocentius the Third , threatning him 
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ſabmir,in all things, to the judgment of the 
Church: herenpon Pandalphas iwore him, 
touching all things in hisExcommunication, 
that he ſhould ſtand to the Popes Judgment, 
and that he ſhouid reſtore to their tormer 
Dignities the Arch-Biſhop, Biſhops and 
Monks : he was alſo forced to ſurrender his 
Crown,Scepter,Sword, Robes and King into 
Pandulphw's,the Popes Attorneys, hands; 
laying them at his feet : And laſtly, to hold 
his Crown in Fee-Farm of the Pope, at the 
yearly Rent of 1000 Marks. And now the 
Pope got the Prey which he 1o long hunt- 
ed after : But the King was continually at- 
ter pettered with the Pope, between whom 
and the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbary he was 
banded like a Tennice-Ball, 

The Barrons alſo proved ſeveral times 
difloyal to him, and at laft betrayed rhe 
Crown of England to Lewis of France, 
{ending him their Letter of Allegiaucec, 
hereupon Lewzs (againſt the Popes Com- 
mand ) ſet forwards tor Eng:/and, with 
600 Ships, and $8o Boats, an4 landed in 
the Iiland of Thannet in Kent, to whom all 
tne Treacherous Barrons Fied: from 
thence he marched to London, and ar St. 
Paui's Church he took the Oath cf the C:- 
tens, and the Oath of the Barons at 
Weſtmminfter, The King ſceing theſe pro- 
= _ ceedings 


ceedings ſpoiled the Caſtles of theBarrons; 
which cauſed them to Repent of their Diſ-. 
loyalty, forthwich retarning to the King 
again who then lay fick at .Newark and. 
ſhortly after died. 

Inthis King's Reign Zondon-Bridge was. 
built of Stane, being but of Wood at firft, 
and ſeveral Prodigies were ſeen in his 
Reign, and alſo terrible Storms of Thun- 
der and Lightning with Hail Stones as big 
as Gooſe-Egs, which deſtroyed Men and. 
Women, beſides Cattel and Corn Fields. 

In the 1 5 of the King, a Fire hapning in 
London, near the Bridge, People thronging. 
to make ſome help, the Fire by the Vio- 
lence of the Wind took hold on both ends 
of the Bridge, ſo that the People could not. 
paſs either backwards or forwards, and 
and ſo Barges, Boats, ©'c. coming to their. 
Aſliſtance , the People thronged 1o indiſ- 
crectly into them, that the Boats ſunk,and 
above three thouſand Perſons were drown- 
ed inthe Thames. 

It is ſaid that this King Fohn was im- 
moderate in blaſphemies and exccrations, 
and that he was ſo Luxurious that he de-. 
{troyed Matilda a Beautiful Maid, cauſing 
her to drink Poyſon, becauſe the would. 
not yield to his intreaty to be corrupted by - 
lim: he is alſo thought to haye ought 
al

aid from 74irammula King of Africa, . 


whileſt he was in his Troubles, pron, 
him the Kingdom of E£nzland, it he C.n- 


- quered,and to renounce his Chriſtian Faith 


Arno 1215. being the 16 of the King was 
heid the IV Lateran Council, Innocentius 
che Third being Pope: this was the 12 pe: 
neral Council, in which Auricular Conteſ- 
fron was eſtabliſhed, and the Cup taken 
from the Laity in the Communion. 

This Fohn was King of England, Lord of 
Treland, and Duke of Normandy, Guyen 
and Aquitaing he was ſixth Son of King 
Henry the Second by his Queen £/:anor 
eldeſt Daughter and Heir to William Duke ** 
of Aquitain: his Reign began on Txeſ- 
aay the 6 day of April, Anno 1199, and 
continued 17 years, 6 months,and 1 3days, 
He was the 27 ſole Monarch of England, 
and was Poyſoned by one S:720% a Monk of 
Swineſted Abby in Lincolnſhire , which 
was upon this occaſion, as it is ſaid, viz. 


| That the King being there at Dinner, and 


having an halt penny loaf in his hand, he 
ſwore, if he lived, it ſhould be at twelve 
pence before that time twelve Months ; 
and the Monk over-hearing theſe words + 
poyloned him. He died on Wedneſday 
the nineteenth day of Oftober, Anno 1216.

CHAP. XVIL 


Of King Henry the Third, commonly cal- 
led Henry of Winckeiter. 


His Henry about the Age of 9 years 
was Crowned at Gloxceſier, in the 
pretence of the Popes LegateWa/, and 
other Novles, and the Earl of Pemzrooþ, 
by conſent cf the Peers, was made Guardian 
of his Perſon and Kingdom. Shortly af- 
ter a Truce was concluded between Lewes 
of France and the King, Lewis then re- 
turning tor Frazce, but ſtaied not long 
'crehe came for England again with freſh 
{upplyes taking his march to Lizcolu, In 
the mean while the Earl of Pemzbrook, by 
the Advice of Wallo and the Biſhop of W:r- 
cheſter, raiſed an Army, and gave the 
French Battel at Liacoly, where they re- 
ceived a great Overthruw, 10 that Lewss 
haſted to France for more Aid ; after 
Lewis 


at 
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Lews; returned from France, he was bc- 
fieped in London, and forced, at lengta, to 
make Peace, and depart the Realm. 

And now the Nobles falling into Rebel- 
li2n,they were fought by the Earl of Pemz- 
br00k, who ſhortly after died : after whoſe 
Death, Perer de Rupibus, Biſhop of VWiz- 
cheſter, and ſorae others were made Guar- 
dians to the King; a::d upon th:s change 
the King was Crowned again at Weſtmin- 
ſter, by Stephen Arch-Bithop of Canter- 
bxry, the King having the Satzrday before 
laid the firſt Stone of the new work of the 
Abby Church at Weſtminſter. After this 
the King made H#berr de Burgo cheit Ju- 
ſtice of England. And now the Barrons 
and Welſ2 being in Rebellion again, and 
hearing of the King's march towards 
them, durſt nor ſtay his coming. e {0 
1222, eAdlexander King of Scor/and was 
married to the King's Siiter at Tor%. 

And this year was granted to the King 
the Ward-ſhip of Heirs and their Lands: a- 
bout this time an Impotture at the Provin- 
cial Synod at Oxford ſuffered himfeit to be 
wounded in the Hands, Feet and Side,cal- 
ling himſelf Chriſt, who together with a 
Woman,that took upon her to be the Mo- 
ther of God, were immured between two. 
Walls, where they ended their Lives miſe- 
rably; 


rably ; And ſhortly after one Conſtantine 
Fitz- Arnulf,raifing a Tumult in London, 
was taken and hanged by Zabert de Bur- 
goe's Order, and the common ſort had 
their Hands and Feet cut off. | 

Now the Barrons being earneſt for Con- 
firmation of Liberties, and denied by W:1- 
liam Briwere, one of the King's Council, 


the King to pleaſe all parties Anſwered; . 
el! of us have ſworn to thoſe Liberties, and. 


muſt keep them, And hereapon Writs 
were iflued out to inquire upon Oath, what 
Liberties were currant in or from the tine 
of Henry his Grand-Father, Not long at- 
ter this, the King tent Embaſſadors to the 
King of France, to demand Normandy 
and other his Tranſmaritain places, but 
they were denied him : and now the King, 
upon ſome Diſtaſt taken againſt one Falca- 
fius, Commanded all Strangers to depart 
the Realm: after this a Parliament being 
called,the King confirmed- 1 4. G N A 
CH A.RT A underhis Seal, before they 
would-yield to-grant hima Subſidy. And 
now the King, having gotten Money, ſcat 
his Brother Robert hed other Nobles into 
France, for the Regaining his Dominions 
there, who in ſpite of Fate got and held 
Aquitain: after this, more aid: —_ 
ent 
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ſent, they endeavoured the gaining of Nor- 
mandy allo. 

The King having now gotten a Fifteenth 
of all Degrees in his Realm, and wreſted 
5000 marks out of London beſides. At the 
next Parliament at Oxford, by the advice 
Hubert de Burgo, he revoked the great 
Charter by Plea of Infra Eratems : here- 
upon the Barrons Rebelled threatning to 


. drive him out of his Kingdom : and the 


Welſh being then in Rebellion too , the 


| King was neceffitated to conclude a diſho- 


nourable Peace. After this Ambaſladors 
came from Gaſcoign, Poiftu and Norman- 
dy, promiſing their affiſtance, if the King 


| would goin Perſon with an Army thither: 


whereupon he prepared,and the concourſe 


of Nobles and others for the Voyage was 


ſo numerous, that there was not Shipping 
tor halt the Company : whereat the King 
was 10 inraged, that he called Habert de 
Burgo Rank old Traytor, becauſe no more 
Ships were prepared, and ran at him 
with his Sword, and being that time pre- 
vented of his Voyage, he took Shipping the 
next year, but returned-without his expe- 
_ after he had ſpent all his Trea- 
ure. 

Anno the 15 of the King, upon St 
Papls day fuch an horrible Thunder wg” 
c 
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ed on the Cathedral of St. Pax!s Church in 
London, when Roger Niger the Biſhop was 
at Maſs there, that the Church thereby 
was ſo ſhaken as it it would have fallen, 
and after that came 1uch a flath of Light- 
ning,that all thePeople thought they ſhould 
have been burnt; and ſo all the People 
({ave the Biſhop and one Deacon) run out 
of the Church, and being aſtoniſhed fell 
on the Ground, void of underſtanding. 
The next year after, the Monks of Cay- 
terbury and the King choſe Ralph Newvil 
for Arch-Biſhop there, and atter him a 
{econd,third and fourth; calling Edmund 
of eAvbington, betore they conld pleaſe 
the Pope, all being diitaſtful ro him, - till 
this Edmand was choſen. Vpon the 7 of 
April, eAm0 1233» there appeared 4 
Sans, as it were,beſides the natural Sun, of 
a red colour, and a great Circie of Cart- 
ſtal colour; and the morrow after St. 
Aartins day, vegan Taunder very horrt- 
be, which laſted 15 days. Tue King now 
wanting M ney cauſed <i1 Sheritis, Bay- 
lifis, and other Officers to clear up their 
Accompts in the Exchecquer : he removed . 
alſo Hubert de Bzzr39 from his place of 
chicf ſuitice, through rhe Biſhop of 13/12 
cheſter's Sug. eltions, and Articics being 
preferred againit the chief: Juttice , the 
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King's heart was fo alienated from him, 
that Hubert , fearing the Event fled to 
SanRuary, in Merton in Surry ; hereupon 
Sir Godfrey de Cranchcome, with 300 men, 
were ſent to ſeek him, where finding him 
at Merton, they took him, from the San- 
uary, and brought him Priſoner: to the 
Tower at London; and at length he was 
forced to yield up all bis Treaſure ( being 
of an incredible value) into the King's 
hands, but all would not do, for he was 
ſent to the Caſtle of Deviſes, there to re. 
main as free Priſoner, and 4 Knights ap- 
rointed for his Keepers there. 

Aicer this the King diſplacing Englifp 
Officers from atout him, put in Po:tto- 
vines and Brittons in their Rooms : and 
Summoning a Parliament to Oxford, the 
Barrons retuſed to come, becauſe of this - 
diitaite of rhe Strange Officers, and being 
again ſummoned to Londsn, refuſed to be 
pretent; and {cnt the King word, It he 
wouid not drive the Strang crs trom Court, 
they would drive both him and them 
from it; and upon this account Earl Mar- 
(hal and Lord Baf.r, with cther Ncbles 
Recelied, and tcoi. {{xhert de Drirgo out 
of Prifon, carrying him along with them 
into Wales : and ine Biſhops oi Canterfu- 
77, Ci:fter and Richeſter, were ſent into 
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Wales to take up the buſineſs: but before 
they got thither the Ear] Marſhal was gone 
into /reland and there died ; and Leoline 
Prince in Wares-would condeſcend to no- 
thing, till the King would grant to him and 
thoſe Nobles with him their Pardon, which 
accordingly was done, and Zzbert de Bur- 
£0 received again into favour. 

Shortly after this, ſabe! the King's Siſter 
was married to the Emperor, there being 
at the Marriage 3 Kings, 11 Dukes, and 


30 Marqueſles and Earls. eAno 1235, 


the Jews of Norw:ch ſtole a Boy and Cir- 
 cumciſed him and had an Intention to 
have crucified him art Eaſter ; for which 
Fact they were Convided. And the year 
after being the 20 of the King,the Thames 
oyerflowed. the Banks, fo that men did 
Row in Boats in the great Palace at I eſt- 
m:nſter,in the midit of the Hall there. 
Now the King's Treaſures being exhau- 


{ted with the payment of his Siſter's Portt- 


on, he callsa Parliament at London, de- 
firing a new ſupply of Money, but was de- 
nied, unleſs he would confirm 21 A 6- 
NA CHART 4 again, and Rely 
wholly upon his natural Subjects tor Ad- 


vice and Council : all which he granted 


unto. After this, the Popes Legate called a 
National Council , but was —_— 
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by the King to ad nothing againſt his 
Crown or-Dignity. 

Shortly after, the King and Queen being 
gone to Woodſtock , a Traytor was-ſent 
thicher by William, Son to 7:ffery de Ma- 
riſco,outof Ireland to murther the King in 
his Bed , but being taken and prevented 
of his purpoſe, he was pulled in pieces with 
Wild-Horlſes. | 

Afterwards, 4nno 1238, the Pope's Le- 
gate going to Oxford, he was encountred 
by the Students, and his Brother flain,him- 
ſelf hardly eſcaping, whereupon he inter- 
diced the Univerſity, and made all the 
Biſhops ( who interceeded in the Univer- 
lities Þchalt and the Students go UN-gow- 
ned and bare-fogted , from St, Pazls 
Church to his Houſe, being about a Mile, 
before he would revoke the Sentence 
again. | 
Andnow Hz#bcrt ds Burgo having gain- 
ed the Honour and Title ct Earl of Kent , 
is again accuſed, and , of his Chiefeſt Caſt- 
les given to the King, and he deprived of 
his Title, 

After this,the King Commanded Orro- 


boy the Popes Legate to depart the King- 


dom, and committing the Government cf 
the Realm ro the Bithop of Tork, took 
Ship tor PoicFxe, carrying with him thir-

ty Barrels of Sterling Money for- that Ser- 
vice, butthe King's Fortune in this Jour- 
ney proved very averſe to him, The No- 
bles at the Kings return, all his Mony being 
gon, granted bim a Subfidy of 20 ſhillings 
upon every Knights Fee held in chic, for 
aid of the Marriage of his Daughter : and 


e-7nn0 26 of the King, the Jews were con- - 


itraincd to pay 20000 Marks, or elſe be 
kept in. perpetual Impriſonment: about 
the ycar 1241. Pope Gregory the 9g, writ to 
the King, deiiring to fee England, but was 
denied. And ſhortly after the King com- 
manded that none of his SubjeR&s ſhould 
darc to contribute any Money to the Pope. 

Arno 1245, was the firſt Council held 
at Lovain, bcing the 13 general Council, 
Janocert the 4 being Pope, who was the 
only Patron of the 3 Orders of Domini- 
£43: , (armelites, and Angnſiines, A- 
bour tiis time the Thames overflowed the 
Banks abour Lambeth, and drowned the 
Houſes and Fields the ſpace of 6 Miles,and 
Men rode on Horic-back in the great 
Hall at Weſtminſter. Anno the 32 of the 
King was a greatPlague in England, and 
che Town of New-Casie upon Tyne was 
burnt,Bcidge and all: and about two years 


after in Offeber the Sea flowed twice with- 


our any Ebb, which made ſuch an bon 
| ble 
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ble noiſe, that it was heard into England 
a great way ; and in a dark night the Sea 
ſcemed to be on a Fire, and the Waves<to 
fight one againſt another, which pur the 
Marriners in great Fear, and overthrew a 
great number of Houſes at Winchelſey. 

The King wanting more Mcney,called a 
Parliament to ſupply bim, but was denied, 
whereupon he fold his Jewels, Plate,and o- 
ther precious Stuff, ſhortning the allow- 
ance alſo of his Houſe, and inviting him- 
ſelf ſometimes to one Nobleman's Table, 
and ſometimes to another. And Alex- 
ander King of Scotland, coming to York, 
thereMarried 7argaret the Kings Daugh- 
ter, to whoſe Marriage-Fealt the Arch- 
Biſhop of York gave 600 fat Oxen, which 
were all ſpent ar the firſt Service. 

Not long after this Prince, Edward the 
Kings eldeit Son went into Spain, and 
married the Kings Sitter, whereupon the 


Spaniſh King quitted all his claim to Gaſ- 


coign to King Henry , who gave his Son 
Edward upon his Marriage Gaſcoin, Wales, 
Briſtow , Stanford and. Grantham , the 
year. afrer the Prince with his Wite and

And now the Barrcns fall into Rebellion

Anno 1264, there were 700 fews flain

Nicholas day were-very Terrible 'Thun- - 
ders, Earth-Qaakes,. and Lightning, and 
a great Draggen and blazing Star, which - 
put many Pcople in great fear: and inthe - 
year 1288, the Summer was ſo hot, that 
many Perſons died with. the extremity - 
thereof, and yet Wheat that year was fold 
for two ſhillings eight pence the Quarter, | 
aud all other Corn at very low-prices : bur 
I F the R. 
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the; year following, Wheat was raiſed to 
Twenty ſhillings the quarter, by reaſon of 
the great Rains that tell that year ; which 
dearth of Corn continued about 40 years, 
to the end cf King Edward the Second's - 
Reign, faith my Author ; ſo that in proceſs 
of time a Buthell of Wheat was at Ten 
thillings. 

The King, the 19 of his Reign, baniſh-

ed in his laſt Will that his Scn ſhould car- 
ry his Bones with him till he had marched 
through all Scotland : in his life-time he 
utterly renounced Pope Beniface's Su- 
pream Authority, and on his Death-bed 
charged his Son to continue the Baniſhment 
of Pearce of Gaveſtoz ; and to convey his 
Heart to be buried in the Holy-Land. 
The year 1299, the King's Palace at Weſt- 
niafermt che Buildings of the Monaſte- 
ry adjoining to it were all burnt. 

This Edward the Firſt was King of E-- 
gland Lord cf Ireland, Duke of eAquitain, 
&c, He was eldeſt Son to Henry the III, 
by Elliaror his Queen, Second Daughter to 
Raymond Earl of Province : He began his 
Reign on Wedneſday the 16 of November, 
eAnno 1272, and reigned 34 ycars, 7 
moneths, and 21 days : and was the 29 
ſole Monarch of England, He died of a 
Dijſſenterie at Burgh upon Sands, in his 
March to Scotland, on a Fryday the 7 of 
Zuly, Anno 1307. in the 35 year of his 
Reign, and 69 cf his Age, he was buried at

A T his firſt entrance he recalled 
Pearce of Gaveſton Earl of Cornwal 
out of Baniſhment, although he were for- 
bidden it by his Father's laſt Will. Shortly 
after, he married ſabe! Daughter to the 
King of France ; after this, calling a Parlia- 
ment,they ſadly complayned of Gaveſtons 
Infolence; and fo far prevailed with the 
King, that he yielded to his Baniſhment, 
whereupon they granted to the King a 
Subſidy cf the 20 part of their goods: but 
Gaveſton,nct long after, was recalled again 
by the King, and was married to the Earl 
of Gloxceſters Siſter, and received into 
greater favour than ever: the King not at 
all regarding his Father's Command, nor 
his own Oath to his Nobles. This Gave- 
fton now grew ſo high and was fo lavithing 
of the Kings Treature, alienating him al- 
fo from the Queens Bed , that the com- 
plained hereof. to her Father the King of 
Fratice,Hereupon the Nobles again com- 
bb plain 


plain of Gaveſtoz to the King, and pre- _ 


vailed for his Baniſhment, with a Provilſo, 
that if he returned again to ſuffer Death. 


About this time eAnno 1 311. the Or- 


der of the Templers was expelled Chriften- 
dom, and this year, '{!emenr the V, be- 
ing Pope, was the Council at Vienna, be- 
mg the 1 5 general Council. The next year 
after, Gaveſton being returned for Eng- 
lang, he was taken by the Earl of Warwick 
at the Caſtle of Scarborozgh, and, with the

grcatly inraged, but upon Condition that

And the next year after this the King 
calling a-Council at (!arendon, the Lords 
refuſed to appear, but they, were made 
Friends again by the Mediation of certain 
Cardinalls : and now the Scors, not fſatis- 
fied with the Honour of their laſt Vidory, 
their King faled into reland, and there 
cauſed himſelf to be Crowned King : but . 
the Engliſh there, under the ConduG of 
the Arh-Biſhop of e4rmagh and the 
Lord Biuningham,cncountr'd the newKin 
who there loſt his new Honour with his life 
to boot : and, not long after, a Truce for 
two years was concluded betwecn England 
and Scotland. 

About this time. Z1gh Spencer , upon - 
the Commendation of the Lords, was made 
Lord-Chamberlain, and his Father Earl 
of Wincheſter, and new Dr. Barrenthorp 
of Oxford, taught againlt the Pope, and

now the King went againſt Scorland with 
an Army, but'was forced there to eſcape 
by night , leaving his Treaſure and rich 
Furniturefor Pillage: and the young Lord 
Mortimer , eſcaping out of the Tower , 
fled into France: and not long after, the 
Queen again ſent her complaint to her Fa- 
ther of her ill uſage. " 
There being now ſome Troubles in

purſued her Husband from place to place, 
and at Jength the got Ho Spencer the

was there ſurprized by his Coſen,the Earl 
of Lancafter,and Imprifoned in the Caſtle 


of Kenelworth; young Lord Spencer, and.

den : which the King taking up, and ſee- 
ing ſome of the Nobles ſmile, he looked 
on them, and ſaid, HONI SOIT QUI 
MAL Y PENSE: The number of this 
Order is to be XXVI, whereof the King is 
to be one. | 

After this,the King, returning again for 
France, he muſtered there twenty five 
hundred Horſe, and thirty thouſand Foot, 
his Son Edward the Black-Prince being 
with him, who in the French Wars mer- 
rited Immortal Glory : near (eſfſy the 
King pitched for Bartel, marſhalling his 
Army into 3 Battalions, and barracading 
them up behind to prevent their flying, 
cauſing them all to put away their Horſes, 
fo that they thereby all became Foot Sol- 
diers: Philip the French King came to 
the Field, bravely appointed with a gallant 
Army, and joining Battel, after a fore 
Fighr, the French were Vanquiſhed, and

impriſonment, ( through the interceeding 
of Simon Langres the Pope's Legate) was 
alſo ſet at liberty, paying for the ſame

About this time Dr. X://;ngton of Oxford 
wrote ſeveral Books againit the onks

ling a Parliament in the 5o year of his 
Reign, they laied ſeveral complaints and 
Accuſations to the charge of cAlice Peers 
the King's Concubine , and againſt Lord

_ during the fitting of this Parliament the 


Mirrour of Princes, Exaward the Black- 
Prince of Wales died, whereupon the 
King made Richard ( Prince Edward's 
Son ) Earlof (Fefter and Prince of Wales, 
and cauſed the Nobles to ſivear him Feal- 
ty : about this time the famous Dr. Fohn 
Wickliff of Oxford, maintained ſundry 
learned points againſt theChurch of Rome. 

This Eaward the Third, was King of 
England and France, Lord of 1reland,and 
Duke of Aquitain, &c. he was eldeſt Son 
of King Edward the ſecond, by 1ſabel his 
Queen Daughter to Philip the Fair,King of 
France : he began his Reign on Saturday 
the 25 day of 7anzary, eAnno 1329, and 
reigned go years, 4 months, and 26 days : 
and was the 31 fole Monarch of England : 
He died on Sznday the 21 day of Zane, 
Anno 1377, being the 51 year of his 
Reign, and about the 6 of his Age : his 
Body was buried at Weſtminſter, 


CHAP, 
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CHAP. XXL 


Of King Richard the Second, commonly 
called Richard of Bourdeaux. 


TT the beginning of this King's Reign the 
French invaded England , and burnt 
the Town of Rye, the Scots the Town of 
Rocksbrough, And after this the French 
took the Tile of Wight, and forced the In- 
habitants to pay them a hundred marks : + 
not long aſter they burnt the Town of 
Haſtings. Alltheſe Advantages being ta- 
ken by reaſon of the King's tender years ;. 
upon the Occaſion of theſe daily Rapines 
one Sir fohn Philpot of London, (ſeeing 
the remiſsneſs of the Lords) at his own 
proper cults and charges. manned out a. 
Fleet to ſcour the Seas, which Fleet ſhort= 
ly after took 1 5 Rich Spaniſh Ships, which 
well recompenced Sir Fohn tor his charges. 
About this time Barivick was ſurprized by. 
the Scots, who killed Sir Robert Boynton 
the Governour ; and about nine days after 
it was regained by the Earl of Northam

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berland, the Scots bcing all put to the 
Sword. | 
And now a Parliament being called at 
Loudon tor Manning ot thoſe Services, a 
Subſidy was granted to the. King by. the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal: the Com- 
mons, at that time, being exempted trom 
ar, 
Shortly after this Sir 7obn Arxndel,and 
ſeveral other valiant Knichts and Eſquires 
(being ſent to the Duke of Britain for his 
aid againſt the French) were all drowned, 
But the King fending more Forces after 
theſe, as the Duke of Lancaſter, Bucking- 
ham, Warwick and Stafford, with others 
of the'cheit of the Nobility ; they landed 
lately;at Callzs, and went through France 
to Britain, ſpoiling Countries, burning 
Towns, and killing People ; the French 
not daring to oppoſe them. 

About this time Vtred Bolton , Fohn 
 Aſtwerby , Walter Brnte , fobn Aſhton 
and Peter- Pateſhall were perſecuted , 
ſome by perpetual Impriſonment , and 
ſome by Baniſhment, for Preaching and 
maintaining Dr.W:ck/iffs DoArine. 


After this the King calling another Par- 


liament at Northampton, they granted him

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The next year aftcr this, the Commons. 
of Kent, Efſex, Surry, Suffolk, Norfolk 
and Cambridge rebelled, and under the 
Condudct of Wat Tyler and ack Straw 
marched furiouſly to Lond;n, burning 
the Priory of St. 7ob's without Eaſt 
Smithfield, and turning alſo the Szvoy,and 
the Biſhop of { anterbary's Houle in Lam- 
beth into Aſhes; Beheading $:7204 T ybald 
theArchbiſhop,Sir For Ha'es Lord Prior, 
with others. And now they-{ert a malictous 
arrogant Pctition to the King,wnolce Tenor 
the King duxſt not deny, his Perſon being 
then in manifeit Danger of them. ButIVat 
Tyler cavelled at the conditions of Peace 
(Suggeſting ſtrange Hopes of high mat- 
rers to himtvit ) hereupon he was deſired 
to ride to the King, which accoruingly he 
did, and there behaved himſelf fo info- 
lently that he offered to kill Sir Fobn New- 
tou one of the King's Attendaats, for the 
omiſſion of ſome Pntilio of reſpe to 
him, But the infolent Traytor tor this 
aftront received his Death's Wound from 
the hand of Sir Will:am Walworth Lord: 
Mayor of London, And the Lord Mayor 
preſently raifing a thouſand Citizens, ſur- 
priſed the headleſs Monſter, and cauſed 
them-to beg their Lives of the King. 7ohtt 
Liſter the Djzar, who headed the Rabble 


in Suffolk wasalſo taken by Henry Spencer 
Biſhop of Norwich, and there was execu- 
ted, of this rebellious Rabble, in London 
and el{ewhere, about 1 500. 

Now theſe Plebear Furics being over, 
the King took to Wite Anne Daughter to 
the Emperour Charles the IV ; and ſhort- 
ly after 70bn Duke of Lancaſter was accu- 
ted of Treaſon, touching the King's Perſon, 
but the Accuſers Reward was Death,which 
he hoped and intended for the Duke's 
Lot. ; 

After this, the Duke ſailing into France, 
concluded a -Truce for about two years 
{pace; and then a Parliament being called 
at London, the Laity ſought to depolſe the 
Clergy of their Eſtates, but the King an- 
fivered their Requeſt in theſe words, 


T will (ſaith he) maintain the 
Engliſh Church 7» the quality of 
the ſame Eſtate, or better, than 
1 found it when 1 came to the

 Acthis Parliament was Robert de Vere

Wall, with a great Gun, the firſt that was 


uſed in England, and took Alnwick, and | 


all other Caſtles belonging to the Earl of 
Northamberlaud. And Wo hence mar- 
ching to Wales, he expeced the like good 
Fortune there, but ſuch a ſudded Rage of 
Waters in Wales came ſo faſt down upon 
. his Army,thathe was forced to return, 50 
Waynes laden with Treaſure , and other 
Carriages being deſtrofed by the Rage 
thereot, | 

After this, another Parliament being 
called, they granted a Subſidy, being ra- 
ther wearied with the King's Importunity 
than out of- any good Will to him. -4nno 
1407. being the next year after, there was 
ſo. great a Plague in Enzland, that in ſhort 
ſpace it deſtroyed 30000 in London, and 
multitudes elſewhere 'in the Realm : and 
the year after was a great Froſt that held 
I 5 Weeks.

Henry of Monmouth, 


TE was Crowned at W, eſtmiaſter by 
Thomas Arundel Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbary : and at his firſt entrance, dif- 
miſſed all his youthful Companions, and 
made choice of grave men for his Councel- 
lors. He was wont every day after din- 
ner, for theſpace cf an hour, to receive 
Petitions of the oppreſſed, who with great 
Equity he relieved; he was ſo zealous to- 
wards the Clergy (hating Lords or Wic- 
kliffans) that he cauſed Sir Foh:r Old-Ca- 
ftle, Lord (obham (who was the cheifthat 
held that opinion then ) to be Impriſoned 
but heafterwards eſcaping for Wales, 37 
of his Faction ( as it was then thought to. 
be ) being taken, were all condemned, and 
ſevenof them,viz, Lawrence Redman pres

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wid. Sawtree,, William Fames , Thomas 

Brightwell , William Haulam , Ralph 

Greenburſt, and Fohn Schaut were burnt 

and itrangled in St. Gyles's Fields: afcer 

this the King reſtored the Son of Lord 

Piercy Hot-Spur to his Blood and Grand- 

father's Honour of Earl of Vorthumber- 
land : and preſently after ſent Embaſla- 
dors to France, to demand the Dutchies 
of Normandy, Aquitain, Guyen and An- 
jou, But in derifion to his Demands ; the 
Dauphin of France ſent him a Tun of 
Tennice Balls, as Bullets moſt fit * for his 
render hands. The King diſguſted here- 
at, preparing for Warrs, the * Fyench 
made the Scots, their Friends, to invade: 

 Englands maarches,which accordingly they 
did in ſuch a violent manner , that the 
King ſcarce knew which Kingdem to be- 
gin with firſt, but at length ir was conclu- 
ded tor France : the Clergy giving aTenth, 

and the Temporal Lords their Aid of 346 
Men at arms, and 52 Archers, and a- 

bout ſome 10 Ships, and to keep back the 
Scots,Sir Robert Umfreivil was ſent againlt 
them, who ina Skirmiſh took 360ct them 
Prifuners, and great ſpcil. 

The news of the preccedings here in 
England flving into France, Charles the

Hereupon” Charles ſent a million of 
Gold out: of France to the Lords Scroop, |

of Gold ) intended to have put in execu-

The Frenchupon this Advantage think- 
ing to 1ſurprize the King, near Az: 
Court pitched their Banner Royal , . their 
Hoſt confilting of 150000 Horſe, and 
10000 Men at Arms, Princes, Noble- 
men and Knights. King Henry confide- 
ring the faintneſs of his Soldiers through 
want of Victuals , ( and that the French 
were fix to one) deſireda Peace, but was 
denied : the French making themſelyes 
ſo ſure of the Victory, as . that they had. 
diſpoſed of Court-places and . other pre- 
ferments in- England among BR 4 
each knowing his place : but this day pro- 
ved more fatal to them than they expected, 
for King Henry ſeeing no way but one, 
encouraged his Men, and entered Battel, 
obtaining, a molt glorious: Victory, with 
the loſs of Edward Duke of York, the Earl. 
of Worceſter, and ſome: few others: but 
of the French tell that day. 4000 Princes, 
Nobles, Knights .and Efquires, beſides 
10000 Common Soldiers; and ſo many 
Priſoners taken that they far exceeded the 
acne: as Fg 
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* -Conquerors, wherefore the King' Com- 


manded to kill them all, leaſt they ſhould 


riſe up againft them. From thence the « 


King marched to Callzs, and fo took Ship 
for England, landing at Dover, where he 
was received with great Triumph, and at 


his entrance into London, was preſented ; 


with 1000 pounds in Gold, and two Gold 
Baſons worth yoo pounds. 

Not long atter, S:g1/mmovdthe Emperor 
arrived in England, defiring a Peace be- 
tween England and France, which would 
not be granted ; and ſo concluded a Peace 
between himſelt and England ( and recei- 
ved the honourable Order of Knight-hood 


of the Garter from King Henry )' he re- 


turned, And now the King of France 
having 'a Navy wafting on the Seas with 
many Bravadoes ; the Engliſh Fleet under 
the Command of fohn Duke of Bedford, 
battered, ſunk and took rhe moſt of them, 
and ſent the three great Carracks af Genoa 
to England, | 

But Bzrgandy now ſiding with France 
againſt Eng/and,the King thereupon called 
a Parliament, and a Subſidy and tenth 
was granted him for the maintenance of 
the Wars againſt Fraxce : but all not be- 
.ing ſufficient fordetraying fo vaſt a charge, 
:he was forced to pawn his Crown, and fell 
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\ his Jewells for raiſing more moneys. And 
being now well prepared, he made his Bro- 
. ther 7obx Duke of Bedford Prote&or of 
England, and {o made his ſecond Expedi- 
tion for France, and arrived in Norman- 
dy, whoſe Terrour was ſuch that -25000 
Families fled out of the Country upon his 
- Arrival. His firſt Actempr was againſt 
(onqueſt ( the ſtrongeſt Caſtle in Nor- 
mandy ) which he preſently took and be- 
ſtowed it on his Brother Thomas Duke 
of (larence and the Caſtle of eAum- 
belliers on the Earl of Salzsbary, with 
that of Lowers on the Earl Marſhal, and 
preſcntly after Cane was alſo taken by 
hin. | 

About this time the Scors laying Siege 
againſt Barwick and Rooksborozgh, they 
were-all ſcared away with tear, —_ the 
heard that 'the Lord Prote&or and An 
Biſhop of York with other Nobles were 
drawing near them with an Army. 

Preſently after a Parliament was called 
by the ProteRor's Authority, for raiſing 
Money for the Wars: in which Parliament 
Sir fohn Old-(aftl:, Lord Cobham (who 
held the opinion of Dr, Wickl;f) was con- 
demned, and hanged in St. G-les's Fields, 
being burnt alſo whileſt he was hang- 
ng, 
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The King-at this time laid againſt the 
Town and Caſtle of Fallazs, which after a 
while was ſurrendred upon certain Condi- 
tions: andafter this he divided his Arm 
into ſeveral parts, under the Command of 
Himſelf and Nobles, who wan ſeveral 
Caſtles here and there ; he with his party 
laid Siege to Roar, which after fix months +» 
Siege was forced to Surxender, there being 
famiſhed in the Town during the Siege- 
50000, and42000Starvelings turned out 
ot the Town who died in Ditches. He 
cauſed the Burgeſſes there to pay him 
356000 Crowns towards his Expences in 
the Siege, and likewiſe to ſwearFealty to 
bim and his Succeſſors. This place had 
been about 21x years inthe poſleffion of 
the French, from the time that King 7ohn 
of England loſt it. ' | 

Preſently after the Surrender 'of this 
place, about 4o other Towns and places 
of note did yield themſelyes to the King : 
and now the Duke of Bargandy ſought to 
make Peace, but ir was denyed , King 


Henry tollowing on now to make an abſo- Þ| 
Jate and entire Conqueſt , which ſhortly | 


afrer he eftected, a Flood-Gate being 0- 
pened unto him for accompliſhing of the 
ſame, by-reaſen of ſome atironts offered 
by the Da»phm to his Mother the Queen,

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who impatient of wrongs, raiſed Forces,and 
with the help of the Duke of Bargandy,be- 
came Regent of France, which civil Broils 
made well tor King Henry, for Peace be- 
ing ſought with him-it was granted with 
theſe Conditions,that the Crown of France 
and all its Rights after the Dearh of the 
French King Charles and his Queen , 
ſhould remain to King Henry and his 
Heirs for ever; whereupon he married 
Lady {'atherine Daughter to King (arles; 
and fo the Sallique Law of France at this 
time was made void, but the Pope being 
ſollicited toccnfirm Henry King of France, 
would not condeſcend to it: 

Upon the Scaling. and Swearing the a- 
bove mcntioned Articies, Philip Duke of 
Burgundy did Homage to King Henry, 
who was then Stiled and Proclaimed Re- 
gent of France ; and kept his Court at Pa- 
145 for atime, Parliaments being then- cal- 
led which confirmed all things, the Nobles 
all ſwearing to be true to King Henry, ex- 
ceptthe Daxphin and his party who were 
in Rebellion, and in the laſt Parliament. 
hadSentence of Diſinheritance pronounced. 
againft him , and, in the Court of Chan- 
cery ins Parts all things were ſealed with the 
Seal of King Henry. | 

And now all things thus confirrged> the

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King with his Queen came for England, 
who was no ſooner out of France, but the 
Scots haſted thither to the Aid of the Das- 
phin, and in a Skirmiſh ſeveral of the Eng- 
{iſh were ſlain, amongſt whom the King's 
Brother the Duke of {{arence was one, and 
the Earls of Somerſer and Suffolk , with 
other Lords were taken Priſoners : the 
King having notice hereof embarqued a- 
gain for France and landed at Callzs, and 
chaſed the Daxphin from place to place,he 
not daring to Fight ; during theſe proceed- 
ings the Queen was brought to Bed at 
Windſor of a young Prince Henry, which 
news coming to the King's Ears, he in a 
Prophetical way thus ſpake,

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Humfry Duke of Glonceſter ProteQor 
of England,his Brother 7obhn Duke of Bed- 
ford Regent of France, and Thomas Beau- 
fort Duke of Zxceter Guardian of his Son's:

This Henry the V. was King of England 
and Fraxce, and Lord of Ireland; he was: 
the eldeſt Son of King Henry the Fourth 
by ary his Queen, Daughter to Hum- 
fry de Bohnn Earl of Hereford, Eſſex and 
Northampton, He began his Reign on. 
Sunday the 20 day of March, eAnmmo Do. 
1412, and reigned nine years, five mo-. 
neths, and 10 days, and was the thirty 
fourth ſole Monarch of England. He di-- 
ed of a Burning Feavor and Flux at Bozce 
de Vincennors in France, on Monday the. 
the one and thirty day of eAngaſt, eAnno

Of K ing Henry the Sixth, commonly cal- 
led Henry of Windſor, 


T His King wasCrowned at Weſtminſter, 
being but about 8 months old, and 
a Parliament being called and a Subſidy 
granted ;that the regal Chair in the Houſe 
might not ſtand empty, thither the Queen. 
did carry the young Prince, and fate with 
him in her Lap, he {peaking to the Houſe 
in auothers Tongue. And now the at- 
fairs in France were various , Fortune 
{1ometimes ſmiling on the French , and 
other ſometimes on the Engliſh: where- 
upon the Dake of Bedford Regent of 
France deſired to enter Battel with the 

French, which accordingly was perform- 

ed near the YVernoi/ where the French 

were beaten,and about 5000 of them flain, 
beſides many taken Priſoners. 

During theſe proceedings in Fraxce, 
7ames the young King of Scots, (who had 
caſually been taken Priſoner atSea inHen- 
7y the Fifths time ) was ſet at Liberty in 

: Eng< 
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England thereby to draw theScots off from 
Aiding the French, not long after Duke 
Humpbry the Protector was married to 
?aqueline of Bavaria, her Husband being 
chen living, which cauſed -the Duke of 
Burgundy to forſake the Regent in France: 
and now FaRions brecding in the Court cf 
England, the Regent left France to ap- 
peaſe the dangers at home, which he hap- 
pily performed, and then with the Lord 
Talbot and freſh Forces returned again to 
France. | 
From the beginning of "April 1428: - 
unto All-Halln-Tide after, fell ſuch 
abundance of Rr, that not cnly Hay but: 
Corn alſo wasdiſtroyed. About this time, 
at the Regent's Return into France, Sicge 
was laid unto Or/cance, where the Earl 
of Salisbary was ſlain, yet notwichſtand-. 
ing the Siege continued. And (arles. 
the young French King being very penſive 
not knowing how to remedy this Miſchict 
likely to enſue. At (470% a young, Maid 
called foane of Luraine, a theejcrcefs, 
appeared to him, bidding him bect good 
Courac2, far God had {-nt her to deliver 
the Reaim, and {ogcing to &/-ycevith the 
Marſhal of Frazce;and there gettingForccs, 
by her Valour the Siege was raifcd ar 
Orleance, the Eng/tſh looiing 600, men 
bh 's at 
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afcer this, the looſing and taking of Towns 
was interchangeable : but Foar and the 
Dake of eAlanzon ſtill proceeding in their 
good fortunes, near fergeaux they fought 
the Lord Talbot, taking him and ſcyeral 
Nobles Prifoners, and killing about 1 000 
of the Engliſh , they not looling above 


600, Hereupon ſcyeral Towns Revolted 
from the Engliſh, and Charles himſelt 


(who before had kept in ) now Ifſuedout 
in Armes , thinking to have recovered 
Parts, but he was difapointed of his hopes 
by the Regent : and now the Engliſh Iy- 


ing Siege to Champaign, foan the Martial . 


Maid coming to it's Reſcue, was taken and 
ſent to Roan, and there Burnt for a 
. Witch, which did. not a little diſmay the 
French : but ſucceſs proving ſtill various, 
It was thought that King Henry's preſence 
in France would be a great diſcourage- 
ment to the Carrolines:hereupon the King 
with the Company of the two Engliſh 
Cardinals, York and Wincheſter, and other 


Nobles ſailed into France Anno. 1432, 


and at Paris by the Cardinal of Wincheſter 
he was Crowned King of France : yet 
Charles eſteemed himſelf not the lef. 2 
King for all this : the King baving thus 
taken poſleſſon of France, not long _ 
tao 
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took his farewel of it, his Return was by 
Roan and fo over Land to Callzs , and. 
thence to England again : and now the Sol- . 
diers beginning to be weary of their Im- 
ployment, and diſcontented with their .: 
Wages, fell to Mutiny at Parz,. for which 
the Regent caſhiered 110, and chopt of . 
the heads of four of the Principalleſt of . 
them, . - 

Anno 1435, the Theames was fo fro- 
zen, that the Merchants which came to . 
the Thames Mouth , were foreed .to be. 
carryed to London by Land. 

And now after ſeyeral Changeable Suc-- - 
ceſſes in France,at length the Regent dyed, . 
the news of whoſe death coming to Eng-- - 
land, Richard Duke of York was ſent Re-.. 
gent, but Pars xas loſt before his Arrival . + 
in France : and aftet ſeveral. Skir- - 
miſhes with the Engliſh, the French pro- - 
cceded to beliege Callis, to which place : 
the new Regent drew his Army, but King 
Henry hearing hereof, and fearing. the - 
worſt, ſent the Prote&or with a .great.: _ 
Fleet againſt the French ; at whoſe ap- - 
proach they all ran away, and ſo the Pro- - 
tetor Settling the State of Ca/lzs, return- - 
ed with great honour, But this new Re--- 
ci pecRnng little or nothing inFrance, , 
he Returned for England; and Richard . 
| L 6 Ear L .- 
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Earl of Warwick went in his place : but, he 
after a ſhort ſpace dying,the Dake of York 
went again,and,at his Return into France, oo 
proffered ſeveral times to fight the French 
King, whonever durſt undertake to joyn 
Battel with him, Not long after this the 
Duke of Orleance was j at Liberty. |} + 
who had been Priſoner ever ſince the Bat- |

the King perceiving it no time to be idle; 
raiſed an Army ; inthe meantime Cade 
retired to Sevenock in Kent, And the 
King fuppoſing he had fled, ſent Siz 
Humphry Stafford and other Gentlemen - 
with {ome forces to purſue him ; towhom 

| Cade gave Battel and flew Sir Hamphry, 
with ſome others ; of which the King ha- 
ving notice,he left the Tower to the Cuſtody 
of the Lord Scales, and fled to. Kenelworth 

(aftle ;. and fo Cade marched to London, 

cauſing the head of Maſter Cr:wzcr high 

Sherift of Kent tobe lopt of : and fal- 

ling to the plundering of ſome of theWeal- 

thieſt Cirizens ; the Lord Mayor then, con- 
{idering the danger they were in,ſent fortit- 

with to the Lord Scales for Aid, who ſent 

the Renowned Eſquire Matthew Gongh to. 
their Relief : and now the Cittizens took 
heart and began to bar up Zondon-Bridpe; 
the Kent;ſb Plebeans quartering in Soxth- 
work, and hearing hereof ran furiouſly 
to their Armes, and with their __ 
| aae 
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Cade ſought to open the paſlage by force, 
but was not able, the Contention was vc- 
ry hot and continued all Night, G org and 
ſeveral others being flain ; to appeaſe theſe 
Furies by Pollicy which could not be con- 
quered by Force, the Arch-Biſhop of Can= 
terbury ſent a Pardon under the-King's 
great Seal, whereupon the 7lebeans threw 
down their Arms, and gave their leader

Theſe Stirs were no ſooner over but the 
Duke of York arrived in England, leaving 
Treland, who at his firſt approach impri- 
ſoned ſeyeral Nobles in Lzdlow Cattle, 
but many of the Peers fided with him ; 
now the King (as. it was time) began to 
rouſe up his Spirits, marching towards 
the Duke then in Wales, who hearing of 
the King's march fled into Kent, and at 
Brent-Heath encamped: of which the _=— 
having intelligence he ſteared his Courſe 
that way, and ſending Meſſengers to the 
Dake to demand the Reaſons of theſe Tu-

was received again irito favour, 


And now ſome hopes ariſing of the re- 


covering of Gaſcom again, the Lord Tat-

bot being ſlain, the French regained all 
again, andthe. Engli/h loſt all Aquitaim:

whereupon York and his Adherents tell in- 


to open force, levying an Army about | 


the Marches of Wales, from whence they 
intended their march to Loxydon, but were 


ſtopt at St. eLlbans by the King and his } 
Forces: the Duke at his coming hither ſent | 


to the King, defiring him to deliver up to 


him ſuch perſons as he would name, to || 
which the King returned Anſwer that he | 


and his adherents were all Traytors: fo 

the Yorkiſts ailailed the Town, and flew 

48 Nobles , Knights and Eſquires , a- 
| ma 
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moneſt whom were the Earls of Somerſet , 
Northumberland and Stafford, and 5000 
Common Soldiers, and wounded the 
King in the neck with an Arrow , ſo he 
was taken Priſoner. 

The next day the Duke of York and 
Earls of Salisbury and Warwick mareged 
to London with the King, and in his name 
ſummoned a Parliament, by whoſe Au- 
thority the Duke of York was eſtabliſhed 
Protector of England, Salibary Lord 
Chancelor, and Warwick Captain of ( al- 
[zs: but it was not long before they were a- 
gain diſplaced, . 

The French by reaſon of theſe inteſtine 
Broils took their Advantage, making 1e- 
veral inroads on the Coaſts of England,kil- 
ling the Mayor Bayliffs and ſeveral other 
Officers of Sandwich, and burnt Foway, 
and ſeveral other Towns in Devonſhire.

* And ſhortly after a Pariiament bcing 
called, in it were the Duke of ork, Earl 
of March, Earl of Warw:ch , Eari of Rut- 
land, and Earl cf Sa/z5bary, with certain 
others, all attainted of Higi-Treaſon, and 
their whole Eſtates contiſcarted ; but they 
ncither fearing nor regarding thcir attain- 
der, drew out again trom the ſcyeral pla- 
ces whither they were fled, and uniting 
their forces together, conſiſting of about 
25000 men Ih fought the King at Nor- 
thampton, laying about ten thouſand men 
with ſcvcral Nobles ; as Zumffy Duke of 

. Buck- 
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' Buckingham , the Earl of Shrewsbary , 


Lord Egremont and others, and taking 
the King himſelf Priſoner ; whereupon 
the Tower was ſurrendred, and the Lord 
Scales, Lieutenant thereof ſeeking to ef- 
cape, was murthered by:Whirry men on 
the Thames. 

Now a Parliament again being called, 
the Duke of York,coming out of 1reland, 
made his Claim to the Crown, deriving 
his pedigree from Zyonell the z Son of Ed- 
ward the III, elder Brother of 7ohn of 
Gaunt, Father of King Henry the IV: and 
after great debate in the Patiiament, at 
length it was concluded, that King Hen- 
ry ſhould poſleſs it during his life, and af- 
ter his Death, then the Crown to remain 
to Richard Duke of York , and his Heirs 
in general tail, 

Daring theſe proceedings, the Queen 
with her Son were in the North raiſing of 
Forces, whither the Duke of York march- 
ed to encounter them, repoſing, himſelf 
at Sandal Caſtle expeCting more force to 
come to his aid: but the Queen in the 
mean time coming betore the Cattle with 
a ſmall furce, iaying Ambvuſhes on either 
fide. of che Hill betcre the Cattle, which 
the D:ike not ſuſpecting, ruſhed out upon 
the (ucen's men, whom he had no ſoon- 

cr 
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er. encountred , but the Ambuſhes pre- 
ſently, coming out ſurrounded him ; by, 
which means the Duke with ſeveral of his 
Complices and Friends, as the Earl of S4- 
libry, and the Earl of Ratland a Child 
of 12 yearsold ( who though begging his 
life on his knees with tears) were flain , 
and about 3000 Soldiers; Edward Plan- 
taginet Earl of March, Son and Heir to 
the Duke of Tork, hearing of his Father's 
Death, with an Army of 23000 men in- 
tended to Fight the Queen's Army, but 
be found imployment by the way; for at 
AMortiner's Crois, near Ludlow, he was 
encountred by the Earl of Pembrook and 
Earl of Ormond, to whom he gave a 
great Overthrow, ſlaying 3 $00 of them, 
and taking ſeveral Prifoners , amongſt 
whom was Owen Txaer, who had married 
Catherine Mother to Henry the VI. whoſe 
Head was chopped off: in the mean time 
the Queen was gotten as far as St. e {bays 
where the Londoners fearing their Plun- 
der by her Army, together with the King, 
and ſeveral Nobles gave her Army Bat- | 
tel, ſhe giving them the overthrow, and 
Hlaying two thouſand of their men : but . 
Edward Earl of March drawing nigh , 
the King and Queen retired into Scotland, 
leaying the Kingdom to Eaward, where- 
| uPOB 
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to Henry's Reign : which accounted is but 
till this time , although he lived eleven 
years after. 

This Henry the Sixth was King of Eng- 
land, France, and Lord of Treland , he 
was the only Child of King Henry the Fifth 
by his Queen Catherine , Daughter to 


Charles the VI. King of France. His 


Reign began on 1mday the 31 day of 
eAnguſt, eAnno 1422, he reigned 38 
years, 6 months, and 3 days, and was 
the 35 fole Monarch of England: he was 
ſtabbed to the Heart in the Tower, by

 Andnotlong after the Sheriffs of Zoy- 
don were ſent to ſeize of Fane Shoars goods, 
which atnounted to 300 'marks, and ſhe 
afterward was forced to do Pennance to 
her great ſhame : and now the ProteQtor 
fought to ſtrike whileſt the Iron was hor, 
and fo ſent for the Lord Mayor Edmund 
Shaw, and made him: acquainted with the 
Deſign, who in hopes of Honour promi- 
Ted ro draw the Citizens that way : and 
means, how to accompliſh this Deſign, was 
to get ſome able Miniſters to Preach that 
King Edward the IV was a Baſtard, and 
that all his Children were Baſtards, and 
ſo to ſet up the praiſes of the wicked Pro- 
tear ; thereby to ſeduce the People who 
are «naturally apt toliſten to Novelties: 


and for this purpoſe Dr, Shaw the May- +

two Doctors felt God's Judgments for this

Theſe things being thus bruited abroad 
the Duke of Buckingham ſhortly after re- 
paired to Guild-Hall in London, to which 
place the Mayor , Aldermen and Com- 
mons of the City were come, where he + 
made a Learned Apology to them for the 
Eleion of Richard Protector to* be 
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che Aſſembly was come the Duke of Bucks 
:nghanm made the Proteftor, with their (as 
- he ſaid ) EleQion of him, to be King : at” 
which words Richard ( as thongh he had 
been ignorant ) looked very ſtrangely on 
them, and denied to accept of that ( he fo 
much coveted ) the Crown : but Buck- 
;ngham, raaking himfelf the Mouth of the 
Aſlembly,told him, If he would net accept 
of it, they would make choice of ſome 0-, 
ther Noble man: whereupon the Prote- 
tor (ſeeming as it wereto have that for- 
ced upon him he moſt defired ) accepted 
of it ; promiſing more to the People then, 
in a quarter of an hour, than he perform- 
edin all his Life. Andſo at this time Ed- 
ward was depoſed, and he and his Brother, 
abont two months after,were murthered in

This. Edward the V. ( though never 
' Crowned ) wasaccounted King of England 
and France, and Lord of Ireland: he 
was the eldeſt Son of King Edward the IV, 
by Elizabeth his Queen, Daughter to Sir 
Richard Woodvile Earl of Rivers, by 7 a- 
quilana his Wite, Dutcheſs of Bedford, 
He began his Reign on Friday the 9 day 
of April, Anno 1483, and reigned two 
months and thirteendays, and was the 37 
lc Monarch. of England, He with his

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younger Brother the Duke of York, were 
fmothered to Death in their Beds, in the 
Tower withPillows,about the lattter end of 
Zaly, eAnno 1483, being the firſt and 
laſt year of his Reign, and the 12 of his: 
Age: Their Murtherers were Ales For-- 
reſt and fohn Deighton, Servants to Sir 
Zames Tirrel, who was imployed for this: 
purpoſe by*the Duke of Gloxcefter their 
Uncle, then King of England: their Bo- 
dies were buried deep in the Ground un- 
der a Stare-caſe in the Tower, and being 
afterwards taken up again, none knows 
where they were laid, 
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CHAP. XXVI. 


' Of King Richard the Third, 
naty after his EJeR&ion, as is ſhew- 

ed before, a Parliament was called, 
and he thereby confirmed King, and the 
Crown intailed upon him. and his Heirs , 
and Prince Edward his Son made Heir 
apparent ; but againſt his Coronation 
(guilty Conſciences acculing enter) 
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he being ſtill in'Fear, he ſent for five 
thouſand Soldiers out of the North, under 
the Command of Robert of Ridſdale, to 


come up to London : and before his Coro- 


nation(which was very glorious) he ſet at 
Liberty the Arch-Biſhop of York and the 
Lord Stanly , but continued Biſhop Afor- 
70's Impriſonment , whereupon the Uni- 
verſity of O-vford ſending a Letter to the 
King in Biſhop ALortonus behalf, he was 
thereupon Jeſivered to the Duke of Back- 
ingham , who ſent him to his Caſtle of 
Brecknock in Wales; and after the Coro- 
nation was over, the King took his Progreſs 
to Glouceſter : and from thence ſent a 
Letter by one- Foby Green to Sir Robert. 
Brackenbury Lieutenant of the Tower to 
deſtroy the two-young Princes, who dete- 
ſtisg ſo foula Murther, Sir Fames Tirrel 
a Man of ſmall eſtate, ( for what will not 
Wealth and Honour prompt a man to ) 
being promiſed great things by the King, 
undertook the Murther, and for cxecuti- 
on thereof, he imployed two Bloody Varlets 
who about Midnight ſmothered the two 
Innocent Princes with pillows and the fea- 
ther-bed. But God's Judgments attended 
theſe murderers : and the King's mind ever 


after waefill'd wirh Horror and: Fear, has 


Ying Yis hand conſtantly on his Dagger : 
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 Andnow-the Duke of Bxckinghan be- 
gan to diflike the King, for he had denied 
the Duke the Earldom of Hartford, which 
was promiſed by Richard before -he got 
the Crown: whereupon the Duke(of whoſe 
Intentions Biſhop Aſorton was privy ) ne- 
ver came to the Court, but ſeeking how 
to depoſe him ( whoſe main Inſtrument 
he was in exalting ) to bring this buſineſs 
to eftet, a Marriage was propounded by 
him, and fſollicited afterwards by others, 
to the Queen and the Counteſs of R:ch- 
»0nd, between Henry Earl of Richmond, 
Heir to the Houſe of Lancafter, and E- 
{:2.abeth the Queens eldeſt Daughter, Heir 
to the Houſe of York, which match was 
yell reſented by all parties, for hereby

About this time was the Sweating-Sick= 
neſs, of which Diſeaſe a world of people 
dyed, a new Diſcaſe never known in Eng- 
land before. 

And now the King diſſolving the Parlia- 
ment, in 7anuary after he married the 
Lady Elizabeth eldeſt Daughter to King 

— 2 oh Edward 
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Edward the Fourth, who in September af- 
ter was brought to Bed of Prince Arthar, - 
and not long before the King's Marriage 
was Wheat fold for three . ſhillings per 
Buſhel, and Bay-Sal: the ſame price : 
and the Croſs in Cheapſide was new 
builded. 

And now the King taking his Progrels to 
York, to gain the Love of his Northern 
Subjecs,the Lord Lovel with ſome others 
that had taken SanQuary after Boſworth 
Field, raiſed forces, thinking to ſurprize 
the King, but he with 3000 men, under . 
the ConduGt of the Duke of Bedford, ſent . 
either to pardon or Fight them : and, the 
Dake prottering pardon, the Lord ZLovet 
fled by night, and the multitude yeilded 
withour ſtroak: and ſhortly after Sir 
Humphry Stafford another Rebel ſuffered 
at Tyburn. 

And not long after a new Tumult be- 
ganupon the Report of one Richard Symon 
a Prieſt, who broached abroad, tifat one 
Lambert Symnell Scholar. of his, was heir 
to Edward Dake of (larence (who was caſt 
into Priſon a little before by Henry) and 
{o failing with him into Tre/and, he there 

revailed ſo much among the Peers, (e- 
ſpecialy with Thomas Fitz-Girald Lord 
Chancelor ) that at Dublin he was. Pro- 
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claimed and Crowned King: and there 
obtaining ſome help, he retuned for E£ng- 
land, to whom thcſe Lords that favoured 
the Cauſe of the Plantaginetsjoyned them-— 
ſelves, although rhey knew the Fraud, a- 
mong whom. the Earl of L:ncolz was chit, 
who with the Lord Lovel, Sir Thomas 
Broughton, Collonel Swart and JAawrice 
Fitz. Thomas, near a little Village, abour 
three Miles for Newark called Stoak,were 
all flain by the Kings Army, and 4000 
Common Soldiers beſides : and the Coun- 
terfeit .S32nel, with the lewd Contriver. 
of this wicked Stratagem,S:mon the Frieft, 
were both taken ; and S;mnel ( confelling 
the buſineſs to be forced on him)was made 
one ct the King's Falkoners,and the Prieſt

perpetual ſhackles. 

And ſhortly after this Pattel the King 
ſent Richard Fox Bilhop of £xceter, and 
Sir Kichard Edgecomb Embaſſladors to the 
King of Scots, where they, to the King's 
great Satisfaction, concluded a ſeven ycazs 
Truce. 

About this time the Duke of Britain 
ſent to the King for his Afiſtance againit 
France, but he unwilling to diſoblige ci- 
ther party, having begn formerly behold- 
ento both ) ſought a reconciliaticn , ma=-

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King himſelf Umpire between them , to 


which the French ſeemed ro liſten, but in | 


the mean time prepared for War ; and at 
St. Albans gave the Britains a great O- 
verthrow, and flew the Lord Wood:le, 
and all or moſt of his men, who was gone 
ro the Duke's aid, without King Henry's 
nowledge; hereupon the King prepared 
to lend his Ailiſting hand to the Britains, 
bat their Duke in the mean time dicd, 
which put an end to the buſineſs. 


And now began ſome ſtirs in Tork-ſhire, 


where the Earl of Northamberland was 
{lain by the Commons, at a place called 
Cock-Leg near Thirske, at the intice- 
ment of one Fohn Chambers, for demand- 
ing the Subfidy granted by Parliament to 
the King : and the Pleveans afterwards 
made head under the Command of Sir 
7obn Errimont, but the King ſending an 
Army againſt them, under the Command 
of Thomas Lord Howard Earl of Sarry, 
they were quickly diflipated,and the Ring- 
lJeadears ſhortly after received death, the 
duc Reward for ſuch Rebels : but Sr. Fon 
Egrimont eſcaped to Margaret Dutch- 
cſs of Britain, the common Encorager and 
Receiver of all King Henry's Enemies. 
Abaut this time the Scots roſe in Rebel- 
lion againſt 7ames the Third their King,

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and. fought the Army at Bannocks-Brurn, 
where, ina Mill in the ſame field, he was 
murthered. | 

After this;King Henry began to prepare 
for War againſt France, at the Requeſt of 
Maximilian the Emperor , whom they 
had baſely abuſed,in not only divorſing his 
Daughter Margaret from the French 
King, but alſo 1n making A»2, the Heir 
of the Dukedom of Britazn, his Wite, who 
had been betrothed to the ſaid Emperor 
by his Embaſladors; and theKing taking his 
Voyage for France, landed at {'a!:s, and 
marched on as far as Bulloigne, and iind- 
ing the Emperour unprepared, upon 
whoſe Accounts he had undertaken thar 
War ; he thereupon made Peace witn 
Fra:xce , and had the ſam of 185255 /:. 
granted yearly, which was duiy pay d du- 
ring his time and his Son's, unrii the debt 
vvas run out. 

After this Voyage, Margaret the 
Datcheſs of Burgamay, the King's grand 
Enemy, obtruded upon the Erng/:ſp one 
Peterkin or Parkin Walbech, by the name 
of Richard Plantazinet,Second Son of Ea- 
ward the Fourth, and many of the Nobi- 
lity out of Innovation rather than Love 
(knowing it to be a Deceit of theDutcheſs,) 
lided with him, and the Lord Sranly a- 
N 4 mongſt 
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mong the reſt.did ſupply him with Mo- 
ney , for which Cauſe ſhortly after he 
loit his Head, aithough formerly he had 
becn a main Inſtrument in advancing the 
King to the Crown. | 
About this time Wheat was fold for 
{1x pence per Buſhel, and Bay-Salt at three 
pence halt peny,Va:rwich falt ſixpence per 
Buſhel, white Herring fix ſhilling per Bar- 
rel, red Herring thrce ſhilling per Cade, 
Sprats fix pence per Cadc, and Gaſcoign 
wine fix pound per Tun. 
And now this Pſendo-Richard was dif- 
- covercd to the King to be but Pericn Ware 
6ecz, by one Sir Robert Clifford a great 
ator for Perkzn beyound Sca ; but after-- 
wards won to the King with Gold : for 
Perkin's fake all the Flemmings were ba- 
niſhed the Realm,and ſeveral of his Com- 
plices here, diſcovered by the {aid Sir Ro- 
bert Clifford, were put to death : And now 
Perkin coming on Shoar in Kent expecting 
a great Relief, receiving in lieu therof 
great diſtreſs, for being encountred by the 
Mayor of Sandwic: and the Kentiſh men, 
five of his Cheif Captains, and 164 of 0- 
thers were taken, and ſhortly after execu- 
ted, whereupon he fled back into Flanders, 
and fron: thence fled into Treland,but ex- 
pectivg , little help from ſo poor a Na-

Lawyer, and 4Zichael foſcph a Black- 
Smith ; theſe marching for Kext, expcaing 
more Aid, atWe!# the Lord e-Zwaly joyn- 
ed with thei:i, who, together with the crher 
two Leaders , were taken at B/ack- Heath, 
m Kent, and their Frccs Roured, three 
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hundred bcing flainand 1 5oo taken Pri- 
{oners, and afterwards the Lord cAwaly 
was beheaded at the other two hanged and 
quartered at Tybarn for their Rebellion, 

During theſe Stirs the King ſent the 
Lord Howard, Earl of Sxrry to defend the 
parts inthe North aganſt the Scots, who 
were then dcing great Damage in the Bor- 
ders, but before he got thither the Scots 
withdrew ; yct notwithſtanding he march- 
ed into Scotland, and after ſome Booty ta- 
ken, he returned again for a time. 

And now Hialus the Spaniſh Embaſla- 
dor coming into Scotland he concluded a 
Peace between the two Kings. 

And about this time e4nno 1497, fell 
Hail-Stones at St. Needs in Bedfordſhire 
ct eighteen Inches about ; now (upon the 
Concluſion of the Peace aforeſaid )Perkin's 
main Hope being gone, his laſt Refuge were 
the Corniſh men, of whom he had a great 
Army, but the King marching againſt 
him, and he not daring to truſt to his Cor- 
niſo tollowers, he thereupon fled by night 
and took Aſylum at Bewdly, which when 
his Followers perceived, they all yielded 
themſelves to the King's Mercy.

| lorg after the Queen . died, and Henry 
the King's ſecond Son, was made Prince 
ctWales, and by the Pope's Indulgence, 
cok to Wife the, Lady Catherine of Spain, 
his Brother Arthar's Widow. 

And now the Earl of Sfolk being fled, 
and intending a Rebellion, certain of his 
Adherents being diſcovered, were there- 
upcn taxen, and ſuffered Death ; as 
Comrtaey Earl of Devonſhire the King's 
Brother in Law, William de 1a Pool Bro- 
ther to the Earl of Suffolk, Sir Fames Tir- 
rel (King Richard's Wicked Inftrument in 
the Murther of£dward the V. and his Bro- 
ther ) and Sir Fohn Windham and others ; 
all theſe with the Earl and the reſt of his 
Faction, were by Authority of the Pope's 
Buil, Proclaimed at Paxt!'s Croſs to be 
accurſed. 

Atrter this the Earl fled to Ph:l;p Dake 
of Auſtria, who afterwards by the Right 
of his Wite coming to be King of Spain, as 
ke was onhis Voyage thither was by Tem- 
pelt driven into England, where he was 
Royally entertain'd by King Henry: and at 
- their parting it was agreed between them, 
that the Earl of Szfolk thould be delivered 
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and the next year after, Zames the IV 
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up to King Henry, upon Condition that 


no Violence ſhould be offteredto his Perſon, 
and ſo he was. only impriſoned ; but 
Henry the Eighrh's time loſt his Head. 
Now the King having diflipated all his 
Enemies, he began to extort Money from 
his Subjects, two Lawyers Empſon and 
Daadly being the chcit Inſtrument herein, 
by calling People in queitizn for the breach 
of old moth-caten Penal Statutes; but the 
King's Death ſhortly after enſuing. Theſe 
beginning Oppretlions were thereby alſo 
brought toa Period, before they attained 
to that maturity,which was feared by ſcme, 
but wiſhed for by others , eſpecially by 
Empſon and Daly, | 
During this King's Reign, there were a- 
bout ſome nine Perſons, Men and Women 


that ſuflered the Flames, for the Profefli-- 


on of a good Faith ; beſides ſ-yeral others 
that did Pennance, with a Faggot on their 
Backs,' and ſome were burnt in the Cheek 
with a hot Iron. 

This Henry the Seventh was King of 


England and France, and Lord of Treland: 


he was ſon to Edmand Tewdor Earl of 
Richmond, by Margaret his Wite, Daugh- 
ter and Heir to 704 Beaxfort Duke of 
Sommerſet,Grand Child to Fohn of Gaunt 
Dake of Lancaſter : he began his Reign on 
= Monday, 
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Honday the 22 day of eAngut, W217, 


1485,and reigned 23 years and $ moneths: 


He was the 39 Sole Monarch of England, 


he dyed on Sunday the 22 day of wo 
e-1nno 1508, being in the 24 year of his

Many alſo in theſe perilous times fled, 
amonglt whom the-Dutcheſs of S»folk and 
her Husband Mr. Berry were two, who 
{uftered both Hunger and/Cold, and were 
often in Danger of their Lives, till at 
length they got into Poland; where they 
were Honourably treated till Queen a- 
ry's Death, 

And now. nothing being Talked of, but: 
the Queens. being with Child, Prayers 
were made for her ſafe Deliverance, Mid- 
wives, Rockers, and Cradles, and- all 
things elſe prepared, but when it come to 
the point indeed, it proved nothing but a 
bt ” Tym- 
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Tympany, and King Philip ſeeing himſelf 
ſo fruftrated of his ExpeCation, took Ship- 
ping for Spain, and ſtayed at that time | 
19 months from the Queen; in. whoſe 
abſence her Exchequer. was intended to 
have been Robbed, but ſome of che Plot» 
ters Vdal,Throgmorton, Peacham, Daniel 
andStanton,were taken and ſufleredDeath, |} 
and others fled ; and the ſame year that 
Coaches were-firſt uſed in England, viz. 
eA1no, 1555, began the hot burning Fea- 
vers, whereot died many -old.Perſons ;- ſo 
that in London died 7 Aldermer in lefs 
than- 10 months time ; about 2 years after 
this Thomas Stafford,Son to the Lord Staf- 
ford, roſe in Rebellion but was taken and 
beheaded. 

And now the King (being inſtigated 
by his Queen) prepared an Army againſt 
France, and ſeveral Nobles went thither, 
where their greateſt exploit was the win- 
ning of St. Q#:intins, which was repayed 
by the French winning Callzs from the Eng+ 
liſh, after it had been in their Poſleſſion 
about 211 years: This loſs ſo grieved the 
Queen that ſhortly after ſhe died of a 
Burning Feaver , telling her Phyſitians, 
That they would find Callis written in her 
H "_ if they difſetted her Body, after her 
Death, [ys Z 
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That-year Queen Mary died, the Quar- 
taine Agues continned: very ſharp, 1o 
that-many old-Folk died, eſpecially Par- 
ſons and Prieſts, ſo that a great number 
of Churches were unfurnithed : and a lit- 
tlebefore the Queen's Death, dyed two of 
her Phyſitians, beſides many Biſhops and 
Noble men. And in 7#ly, the ſame 
year, a Tempeſt of Thunder as it went 
through two Towns near Nottingham,beat 
down the Churches and all the Houſes in 
the Towns, the Bells were thrown out of 
the Steeples, and ſome of the Webs ot 
Lead thrown 4.00 Foot into the Feild, and 
wreathen up together like a glove, Trees 


were plucked up by the roots and caſt 12 
cou fooe oft, and-a Child was taken out of 
a man's hand, and carried an 1 oo foot, and 
then let fall and died, five or fix men 
were killed, and Hail-ſtones fell 1 5 Inches 
about.
